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THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

The Torrey Bankruptcy Bill was 
passed by the House of Representa- 
tives last Thursday by a vote of 117 to 
84, giving a majority in favor of the 
measure somewhat larger than had 
been looked for as considerable oppo- 
sition was developed when the bill was 
being discussed. Some changes were 
made in the bill before it became ac- 
ceptable to the majority, among the 
more important being the elimination 
of sections providing for the interven. 
tion of United States district attorneys 
in the preliminary investigation of 
eases of suspected fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy, specifying the fees to be col- 
lected under’ such _ proceedings, 
and some minor changes which do 
not affect the purposes. of 
of the law were also made. This may 
be regarded as a signal victory by the 
advocates of national bankruptcy leg- 
islation as the House has heretofore 
rejected all bankruptcy bills which 
have been presented. Congress is ex- 
pressly empowered by the Constitu- 
tion to establish uniform laws on the 
subject of bankruptcies throughout 
the United States, but it has exercised 
that right but three times since the 
organization of the Government. The 
first two bankruptcy laws were re- 
pealed in less than two years after 
their passage, while the third law, en- 
acted in 1867, was repealed in 1878. 
The opposition to these laws, resulting 
in their early repeal, was doubtless 
due to imperfections in the laws rather 
than to any opposition to national 
legislation on bankruptcy. The act 
of 1867 was particularly obnoxious 
and its repeal was urgently 
demanded long before Congress 
acceded to the popular de- 
mand. No _ sooner, however, was 
the law repealed than the far 
more obnoxious, imperfect and incon- 
sistent state insolveut laws, with their 
preferences and opportunities for fraud, 
again came in force, and the urgent 
need of a national bankruptcy law was 
felt in every business community. The 
result of the long agitation and the 
various efforts of the friends of such a 
measure has at last culminated in the 
passage by the House of the Torrey 
bill, as stated above. This bill, which 
does not differ materially from the 
Lowell bill, has been growing in 
favor as its provisions have become 
familiar and has secured the indorse- 
ment of nearly all the commercial 
bodies and trade organizations in 
every important city, and its early 
enactment now seems an assured fact, 
as the Senate has shown repeatedly 
that it favors a national bankruptcy 
law. Of its merits it is needless to 
speak further than to say that itis 
probably the most equitable measure 
yet presented for the consideration of 
Congress, embodying as it does the 
results of a thorough study of the sub- 
ject, and the best features of all pre- 


vious laws and bills.

BUCKEYE PETROLEUM CERTIFI- 
CATES. 


Now that it has been decided to 
issue certificates for Ohio oil by the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company, and to 
trade therein on the several oil ex- 
changes, the new departure has be- 
come very popular and an impatience 
is shown by the brokers and specu- 
lators at the necessary delay in issuing 
the certificates. It would now be 
difficult to find any earnest opposition 
to the listing of the certificates, and 
even the producers represented on the 
Western exchanges now appear con- 
vinced that their interests will not 
suffer. The plan of dealing in 
both classes of certificates, repre- 
senting distinct grades of oil, was 
shown to be entirely feasible and prac- 
ticable by the REPORTER in an article 
on the subject printed last April, long 
before the subject was seriously dis- 
cussed on the exchanges. From that 


time the proposition has gained advo- 
cates. The certificates are to be issued 
at the various offices of the National 
Transit Company by persons repre- 
senting the Buckeye Pipe Line Com- 
pany, and all the rules and regula- 
tions relating to or governing the cer- 
tificates of the National Transit Com- 
pany are made to apply to the eertifi- 
cates of the Buckeye. The rate of 
storage, as already announced, will be 
twenty-five cents per day per one 
thousand barrels. It is now stated 
that the _ certificates will be 
issued on or about the 15th 
day of August and they will be 
immediately available for trading pur- 
poses on the several exchanges, The 
Buckeye Company has also decided to 
issue monthly reports of runs and de- 
liveries and stocks on hand that all in- 
terested may be fully informed of the 
statistical situation. Thus it will be 
seen that the new certificates will be 
placed on exactly the same footing as 
the National Transit eertificates and 
full information will be open to the 
public. Thereis now no question but 
that the new certificates will become 
popular, and it appears to be the gen- 
eral belief that a fresh impetus will be 
given to speculative dealings on the 
various exchanges. It has been de- 
cided that all public offers or 
bids for Buckeye Pipe Line 
certificatos shall be for delivery on the 
day succeeding, and there is a very 
general sentiment in favor of making 
the regular transactions in National 
Transit certificaies on the same basis. 
Exchanges are to be established in 
Cleveland, Toledo, Lima and Findlay. 
Preliminary meetings have already 
been held in the two latter cities and 
an organization effected in Lima. To- 
ledo is not far behind, rhe Produce 
Exchange of that cily having decided 
to list the new certificates. The out- 
look appears propitious and hopes are 
entertained that thedawn ofa new era 
of speculative activity will mark the 


issuance of the new certificates.

THE CHEMICAL UNION AND THE 
MARKET. 


The discussion of a plan for a union 
ofthe alkali manufacturing interests 
of Great Britain has caused a steady 
and considerable rise in Liverpool 
prices for all of the products, but more 
particularly those for caustic soda. 
The latter owes the strength it shows 
at present as well as much of the ap- 
preciation in values, that has already 
occurred, to the display of speculative 
interest on the part of English buyers. 
This interest having hardly extended 
to this market, the response to the up- 
ward movement in prices of caustic, as 
well as of the other alkalies has been a 
little slower here. This is undoubtedly 
attributable to the fact that American 
buyers, particularly the consumers 
have lost faith in the cohesiveness of 
agreements between the alkali mak- 
ers, and not without cause, as the his- 
tory of former, apparently strong, 
combinations proves. They seem, 
heretofore, to have attached little 
weight to the fact that this new 
scheme is of an entirely different na- 
ture to anything heretofore attempted 
for the enhancement of British alkali 
interests. This scheme is not an or- 
dinary trade agreement or combina- 
tion, but a trust that has been eupho- 
nized into a ‘“‘union.” 

An appreciation of the magnitude of 
the undertaking and of the effect it is 
likely to have upon market values, 
if it is successful, appears to have 
been felt by buyers, as is demon- 
strated by inquiries and bids for for- 
ward deliveries. Many consumers are 
still disposed to wait for further de- 
‘velopments. It has, however, had a 
considerable effect upon spot and 
forward prices. 

All reports from the other side agree 
that the chances of the ultimate suc- 
cess of the Union are exceedingly

good as its management is said to be 
in the hands of the Rothschilds. Cor- 
respondents are hampered in their de— 
sire to impart information concerning 
the progress made, by the fact that 
the members of committees having in 
charge the work of organizing 
are non-committal or uncomucica- 
tive and all that is known 
has been obtained from manufacturers, 
who are interested in the success of 
the Union or desire to use the scheme 
as a lever to raise prices. Conse- 
quently, there is nothing absolutely 
definite as yet upon which to hinge an 
opinion concerning the final result of 
the movement. The trade will have 
to be content for the present with the 
promise that a prospectus of the Union 
will be issued early in October, when 
full particulars of the scheme will be 
given to the public and a subscription 
list opened. In the meantime, the

Mr. J. E. Tygert, of the firm of J. E. Tygert 
& Co., of Philadelphia, stated last week with 
reference to the suit brought against the firm 
by David Stewart, that they had a full de- 
fence to all the allegutions made by Stewart 
inthe bill in equity which he had filed. It 
would be some time, he said, before a formal 
answer to the bill could be prepared and 
filed, and, as he is in business, he desires to say 
at once that the allegations contained in the 
pillof false representations and falsification 
of the books of the Peninsula Bone Fertilizer 
Company, which has been made public, were 
altogether untrue.

The Treasury Department has informed the

PETROLEUM NOTES. 








The Maloney Oil Company's warehouse, at 
Scranton, Pa., with large quantity of oil, was 
destroyed by fire last week. Loss, $10,000; in- 
surance, $6,300. 

The Tanner Oil Co., Parkersburg, W. Va., 
has for its officers John S. Camden, president, 
and Levin Smith, secretary and treasurer. 
The company will commence operations by 
August 1. 

L. B. Dellickor, W. A. McCosh, F. R. Rose 
and others have chartered the Natural Gas 
Co., at Parkersburg, W. Va., to lay a pipe line 
toconvey natural gas from the Roberts well 
at Burning Springs, to Parkersburg. 

August 15 has been decided upon as the date 
for issuing the Buckeye certificates and the 
listing of Ohio oil on the several exchanges. 
The storage rates have been fixed at 25 cents 
ber 1,000 barrels per pay. 

Some years ago parties living in Pittsburg 
paid $300,000 for ten or twelve acres on Oi\ 
Crvek for which they were offered $500,000 in 
cash. This field proved comparatively worth- 
less and now they could not get $5,0UW0 for it. 


Eugene McEliwaine, of Bradford, has pur- 
chased a half interest in the oil property of 
Alexander Bros. at Alleghany, N. Y., consist- 
ing ot six wells, with a production of 16 bbis.

The Pennsylvania State Department has is- 
suedacharter to the Eastern Oil Company, 
Revere, Bucks county, capital $50,000; direct- 
ors, E. C. Rosemsi, C. H. Reeser, L, R. Fletch- 
er, L. S. Boraef and Frank Meyer, all of Phila- 
delphia. 

The chief of police of Chicago has given no- 
tice to the oil houses and wholesalers that the 
law relating to the storage of oil and naphtha 
on the sidewalks, which has been a dead letter 
for years, will hereafter be enforced, 


A fire broke out at Savona, Italy, on Satur- 
day last, in the stern of the steamer Vor- 
warts, from New York, with a cargo of oil. 
For the protection of the other shipping the 
authorities ordered that she be taken outside 
the harbor. A large part of the cargo was 
saved, 


Fire broke out in one of the stills at the 
Tidewater Oi] Company’s yard, Bayonne, on 
Saturday. Company employes prevented its 
spreading and controlled the blaze. The tank 
was of sheet iron and contained about 6,000 
barrels of crude oil. The damage did not ex- 
ceed $2,500. 

The ship Caldera, from New York, which ar- 
rived at Sourabuya, May 19, did not sustain 
any damage to vessel or cargo in the cyclone 
which was encountered on the voyage as pre- 
viously reported. Captain McKenzie states 
that he did nct losearope yarn or damage a 
pound of cargo, as he ran his vessel 180 miles 
to the southward when he found the cyclone 
coming and encountered only the tail end of 
it. 

In drilling in the Mannington field about 
one well out of every five escapes the dose of 
water in the saltsand. The cave often proves 
very troublesome where they get water, and 
the black cave above the sand frequently 
makes it necessary to case from 200 to 250 feet 
deeper than at Mt. Morris or at Dols Run. 


A Pittsburg correspondent says that while 
Pittsburg is now the geographical center of 
the oil country aod hundreds of oil producers 
are in and out of the city daily, speculation in 
oil certificates has fallen off to nothing. Tues- 
day nota barrel changed hands. The fine 
building erected a few years ago by the Pitts- 
burg Petroleum Exchange, at a cost of $250,- 
000, was almost deserted, 


A company has been organized in Franklin, 
Pa.,and Denver, Col., for the purpose of 
operating for oil and gas in Colorado. The 
following are the stockholders: B. W. Bredin, 
O. D. Bleakley, E. W. Smith, George S. Cris- 
well, of Franklin, and C. C. Smith, D. C. 
Dodge, general manager of the Rio Grande & 
Western railroad; George J. A. Cooper, J. W. 
Galluly, and ex-Gov. J. B.Grant. The capital 
stock is $150,000. The company have leased a 
large quantity of land near Denver. 


The Bradford or McKean County field is 
twenty miles long and five miles broad at its 
widest point. Anywhere within well defined 
limits oil could be found, There are about 
2,000 wells in this territory, which have pro- 
duced 160,000,000 barrels of oil. This bas been 
sold at an average of 90 cents a burrels or 
$145,000,000. The 2,000 wells have cost on an 
average, $3,000, which would be $6,0C0,000. 
There should be added the cost of the leases 
and bonuses which cannot be estimated but 
which amount to a large fignre. 


The steamer Charics Morand, from New 
York for Newport News and Vera Cruz, with 
case oil, was run into July 26 off the Capes of 
the Delaware during a heavy gale by an un- 
known schooner, and the Morand is supposed 
to have sunk in five minutes after the colli- 
sion, The captain, his wife and daughter and 
all the crew were picked up in two boats on 
the 26th, off Five Fathom Bank Lightship and 
landed at Boston on Snnday by steamer D. H. 
Miller. Captain Marshall is slightly injured. 


An explosion of naphtha in the Consolidated 
Gas Company’s works in this city last week, 
set fire to the two-story pump-house and 
burned one man fatally. The fire was a dan- 
gerous one to control, and a dozen companies 
of firemen were keptat work for two hours 
before the danger was over. They were 
obliged to let the naphtha remaining in the 
wrecked tanks burn up, as water had no effect 
on the flames in the pump-house except to 
keep them within bounds, The damage by 
the fire was not great, the gas company’s loss 
being estimated at only $1,000. 

The Crescent oil works, at Tarport, were dc- 
stroyed by fire last Wednesday. Thestiils and 
tanks contuining crude oil, distillate, benzine, 
etc., belched forth great volumes of fire and 
smoke, and all that could be done was to let 
the flames take their course. The fire origi- 
nated in the boiler house. A car loaded with 
oil that stood on tbe side track near the re- 
flaery was removed with great difficulty. A 
rig and boiler house belonging to the P.C. L. 
& P.Co., located near the refinery, were to- 
tally destroyed. The refinery was owned by 
J. R. Clark and his son Mortimer, of Bradford. 
Their loss was $5,000, with no insurance. The 
explosion in the boiler house was probably 
the result of leakage in the gas pipes. 

The Findlay Republican says: Two tanks 
containing 3.0 barrels of oil together with the 
entire rig and all consumable materials at 
well No. 4, Decker farm, were sent up in 
smoke, Thursday. The goods belonged to C, 
C. Harris, and the cause of the blaze was an 
aged pipe in the mouth of a young man named 
Taylor. In addition to the loss of the mate- 
rial mentioned the engine was badly warped 
and pipes and fixtures and fences surround- 
ing were totally destroyed This will un- 
doubtedly bring up the subject of responsi- 
bility in such cases, as Mr. Harris intends col- 
lecting damages, and as young Taylor is un- 
der age his father will be called upon to make 
a settlement for the lossinvolved. This will 
amount to at least $700 to say nothing of the 
loss of oil that may flow from the well before 
it 19 put in proper condition, 


Henry C. Freeman, a southern Illinois min- 
ing engineer and geologist, who has spent the 
last few years studying geology with refer- 
ence to the production of natural gas, recent- 
ly said to an interviewer: “If the draft on the 
natural gas fields of Pennsylvania is gauged 
to within a reasonable amount of the supply, 
there is no reason why a long period of years 
should not elapse before a liberal commercial 
supply isexhausted. This is due to the large 
area of the bituminous slates and their great 
thickness, a large portion of the thickness of 
which is bitumenized, and to the large area 
which assists in supporting by its flow the 
local point from which the gas is drawn. But 
even though the present supply of natural 
gas in the Pennsylvania region should be ex- 
hausted, there is another supply to be drawn 
upon. The analogy drawn from a study of 
the gas fields in western Ohio and west of that 
State indicates that Pennsylvania has another 
source of supply, but lying at great depths, in 
the Trenton limestone, If the Trenton lime- 
stone and the intervening strata between 
that and the Devonian are conformable, as is 
presumably the case, then the same wells 
could be continued in depth to reach strata 
containing gas from Trenton.”

It will be backed by Chi- 
cago capital with Mew Or.eans talent and ex- 
perience. Will keep you informed as develop- 
ments are made. 

Regarding the outlook for more peaceable 
timesahead in seed matters, I base my opin- 
ion on the fact that allof the mills, asa rule, 
have lost money in the past season, by foolish 
competition and also on the Alliance or some 
sort of agreement between the Trust and the 
Southern Co. This latter point will have 
great influence here in keeping down the price 
of seed toa living rate. There is a disposition 
on the part of some of the independent mills 
to revive the system of pooling seed, but I 
cannot say how far this has been worked. But 
they all realize the necessity of moderation in 
this line. Another competitive season will 
cripple a good many independent mills.

OBITUARY. 


CLAYTON FRENCH. 

Clayton French, senior member and founder 
of the extensive wholesale drug firm of French, 
Richards & Co., of Philadelphia, died of paral- 
ysis at his country home near Logan Station, 
Penn., on Sunday, at the age of 66 years. Mr. 
French had always applied himself closely to 
his business and on Tuesday last, while at his 
desk he suddenly fell to the floor. He was 
taken home, but he never ralied from what 
the physicians pronounced a paralytic stroke. 

Clayton French was born near Clarksboro, 
Gloucester county, New Jersey, May 16th, 
1824. He wasason of Uriah and Mary Ivins 
French, and was descended from Thomas 
French, who came to America Irom England 
on account of religious persecutions, in 1607, 
as one of the proprietors of West New Jersey, 
owning by grant from the _ king the 
one-ninth of one-sixteenth of that state. 
His ancestors have all been members of the 
Society of Friends, to which he belonged until 
recently, when he joined the Episcopal 
Church, - 

His father was a merchant, but met with 
financial reverses and died when Clayton 
French was a child less than two years of age. 
When 15 years old, he entered the drug busi- 
ness at the northwest corner of Eleventh and 
Callowhill streets, then the extreme limit of 
the old city. , 

During the last years of his engagement, 
his principal was seriously ill, and the conduct 
of the business was left entirely to Mr. French 
aithough scarcely 19 years of age. His man- 
agement, however, proved so successful as to 
attract the attention of a Mr. Campbell, who, 
after Dr. Wilcox’s death, became a partner 
with Mr. French, under the style of Campbell 
& French, which connection lasted only about 
a year, and was succeeded, in 1844, when Mr. 














French was only 20 years of age, by the firm 
of French & Richards, who located at the 
northwest corner of Tenth and Market streets. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. Samuel H. French, his 
elder brother, became associated with him. 
W.H. Richards died in 1857, when the surviy- 
ing partners admitted Mr. John E. Morey, who 
was connected with them for a few years pre- 
vious to his death. In 1861 they admitted Mr. 
Edwin Morey to an interest in the firm, from 
which he withdrew in 1865, leaving Clayton 
and Samuel H. French the only partners, 

Their factory at York avenue, Crown and 
Callowhill streets, was destroyed by fire in 
1855, and just 10 years later, in October, 1865, 
their store at the corner of Tenth and Market 
streets was burned, entailing in both instan- 
ces @ very heavy loss. The energy and enter- 
prise of the two brothers was shown after 
both fires, but particularly so after the de- 
struction of their store, which building took 
fire at 11 o'clock at night and was entirely con- 
sumed in a very few hours. By 9 o'clock next 
morning they had purchased the entire busi- 
ness and stock of Mr. Thomas P. James, at 630 
Market street, where they removed for a few 
weeks during the time they were putting the 
Franklin Market House, located on Tenth 
street, below Market (then occupied by the 
United States Government as a storehouse for 
supplies and at present by the Mercantile Li- 
brary) in condition for their occupancy, They 
remained in the Franklin Market House until 
late in the year 1867, when they moved to their 
present large buildings upon the old site. 

In January, 1866, Mr. C. W. Funk and Mr, W. 
Hazleton, Jr., wereadmitted to the firm, the 
latter dying in 1884, while the former retired 
in January, 1888, In January, 1883, Clayton 
and his brother Samuel H. French dissolved 
their business connection, the latter contiuu- 
ing the manufacturing department, while the 
former continued the drug branch under the 
old style. In January, 1885, he connected with 
him his son, Harry B., and on the first of 
January, 1888, hisson, Samuei H.. Jr., and his 
nephew, C, 8. French. 

He leaves a wife, two sons, Harry B. and 
Samuel H., Jr., four daughters, Mrs. George 
W. Banks, Mrs. J, Rulan Miller, Mrs. George 
H. Earle, Jr., and an unmarried daughter. 

At the time of his decease he was senior 
member of the firm uf French, Richards & Co., 
a special partner with Bailey, Banks & Biddle, 
a director in the Guarantee Trust and Safe 
Deposit Company, the Pennsylvania Ware- 
houseing Company, the Pennsylvania Salt 
Manufacturing Company, the Charlestou 
(8. C.) Miniug and Manufacturing Company, 
the United States Chemical Company, 1n all of 
which his clear-sighted advice was much 
valued. 

While taking no active part in politics, he 
always contributed freely when the public 
interests seemed to demand it. He wasa 
member of the Committee of One Hundred 
and took an active interest in their work. He 
was a member of Holy Trinity, at Nineteenth 
and Walnut streets, but during the summer 
attended St. Paul’s Church, at Chelten Hilis, 
which was near hissummer residence. 





HENRY MAUNSELL SCHIEFFELIN. 

In the death of Mr. Henry Maunsell Schief- 
felin, New York city loses one more of the 
old-time drug merchants, whose number is 
rapidly dwindling away. Mr. Schieffelin died 
on Friday last in Alexandria, Egypt, whither 
he went last fall, accompanied by his family, 
his son-in-law, Mr. Ernest Crosby, having been 
appointed to represent this country in the 
International Arbitration Society. He was 
one of the early victims of the grip and never 
recovered from the effects of that peculiar 
disease. He contracted Egyptian fever,which 
finally resulted in his death, 

Mr. Schieffeliu was born in this city In 1808, 
and was the eldest son of the lute Henry Ham- 
ilton Schieffelin. After finishing his education 
he entered his father’s drug store, but a few 
years later, in 1828, and his cousin, Samuel 
Bradburst, formed the tirm of Bradhurst & 
Schieffelin to do a drug and general com- 
mission business. This firm was dissolved in 
the course of a year or two and Mr. Schieffelin 
continued the business alone. In 1834 he 
again formed a partnership with Mr. Brad- 
hurst, the firm names in this case being trans- 
posed. Mr. Bradhurst withdrew from the tirm 
within two years, and Mr. Schieffelin then took 
into partnership his brothcr, Mr. J. Lawrence 
Schieffelin, the firm name being H, M. Schief-~ 
felin. The brothers dissolved partnership in 
1842, and Mr. Frederick C. Fowler became the 
junior member. The firm continued under 
the style of H. M. Schieffelin & Fowler until 
1859, when the senior member re.ired from 
active business, 

Mr. Schieffelin wasa man of great benev- 
olence and took an active interest in all 
schemes for advancing the condition of the 
negroes, especially in efforts to colonize them 
in Liberia and elsewhere. He was for many 
years and at the time of his death one of the 
directors of the New York Colonization So- 
ciety. He was the first president of the first 
telegraph line between New York and Boston 


holding that office for a number of years. He 


took much interest in the welfare of the city 
of his birth and was always active in every 
reform movement. About 1855 the difficulty 
and danger of ascertaining the arrears of 
taxes on property occurred to him, and after 
much consultation he and his friends drew up 
a bill culling for the addition op every tax 
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bill of a column headed “arrears of taxes,” 
the idea being that if no entries were 
made in this column, the property was 
He spent most of the 
winter in Albany and after much vexa- 
tion and delay succeeded in getting the 
Its passage, however, was al- 
most defeated at one time by the searchers at

was connected with Dr. Adam's church on 
Madison avenue. When he left New York he 
was a member of Dr. Hall’s church on Fifth 


avenue 


His family consist of a wife and two 


daughters who survive him.

Mr. Kelly on the Election Bill. 


Mr. Geo. A. Kelly, ex-president of the N. W. 
D. A., was interviewed by the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch last week on the Federal election bill 
and its possible interference with trade 
should it become alaw. He said: “I don’t see 
that it would have any material effect on 
local trade, other than in a general way. This 
talk of the South boycotting the North in the 
event of the bill passing is all premature, and 
it seems tu me that it is impulsive on their 
part; but when they stop to weigh the result 
of such a move, I believe they will consider 
wisely before taking any decisive action. The 
South is not in a position to adopt such retal- 
jiatory measures, because the relations and 
business connections with the North are too 
vast to justify them to pursue this line of re- 
taliation. It would be another matter if the 
South was not dependent on us for our pro- 
ducts. They are not in the position,” con- 
tinued Mr. Kelly, “to take such a stand, as it 
would react directly against them. Iam not 
prepared to say just at present what good 
would be accomplished by the passage of the 
bill. The South is yet in its infancy, and the 
people have awakened to the fact that a 
future lies hefore them. It would not do to 
train the relation between it and the North- 
ern States, which it has worked so gallantly, 
since the war, to establish. I have not the

It is thought that 
both men will die. -Tribune. 

As there is but one legitimate use for caus- 
tic sodain lard refining—that for cleansing, 
and asa vatful cannot be needed—it follows 
that caustic soda in this factory must have 
been employed for bleaching the lard. The 
consequence of this would be toadd a weighty 
aud harmful adulterant. A pertinent query 
is how much caustic soda is left in the finished 
lard to make weight, save labor and expense 
of washing it out, and make the lard injurious 
to health?—American Analyst.

Preserving Lard. 


Some experiments have recently been un- 
dertaken by Mr. James L. Demoville, Ph.D., 
in order to ascertain the relative advantages 
of certain preservatives. He finds that the 
alum process for preserving lard is all that 
can be desired. In this process the lard is 
melted and a little finely powdered alum 
carefully and gradually stirred in. Whilst 
still hot the lard is strained, und is then al- 
lowed to cool. Assoon as it has regained its 
usual consistency it is turned out upon an in- 
clined slab of slate or other suitable material; 
here it is well worked with a muller whilsta 
stream of water is allowed to trickle over it. 
It is then ready for packing. Experiments 
were also made with gum benzoin, balm of 
Gilead buds, storax, salicylic acid, rectified 
turpentine, and balsam of tolu; and of these 
the best results were obtained by using 1 per 
cent. of balsam of tolu. The lard thus ob- 
tained was white, firm, and kept well. Its 
peculiar odor was well marked by the slight 
but pleasant odor of the balsam.

The Tribulations of R. N. Hazard. 


By the death of his wife Rowland N. Hazard, 
the druegist, has inherited the position of 
plaintiff :n a suit for $197,000, in which he is 
also the chief defendant. The suit was on the 
calender for hearing in the Supreme Court 
last Thursday. Incidentally the suit has re- 
vealed the fact that the Hazard & Hazard 
drug stores in this city and Newport, R. I., 
were in the hands of the sheriff for several 
days last summer without the public being 
aware of the fact, according to a statement 
in the World, which says: 

Last week Mrs. Hazard was granted a judg- 
ment by confession against her husband for 
$197,(00 on account of money alleged to have 
been loaned him in 1867 and interest thereon, 
the interest claim amounting to about one- 
half of the judgment. This judgment was 
granted by the Supreme Court on Tuesday 
and the following day suit was entered and 
an application for an injunction made by 
Gruber, Bard & Landon, on behalf of Mrs. 
Hazard, against Moses R. Crow, an attorney 
at No. 265 Broadway; Rowland N. Hazard, 
Horace K. Thurber, the American Surety 
Company,the Western National Bank and the 
Madison Square Bank. The suit was for the 
purpose of setting aside the transfer of the 
drug stores at Broadway and Twenty-fourth 
street, Sixthavenue and Thirty-ninth street, 
and in Newport, and certain other property 
formerly belonging to Rowland N. Hazard. 
This property, it is set forth, was transferred 
to the defendants under the name of the Haz- 
ard & Hazard Company. The complaint in 
the suit charges that at the time of the trans- 
fer Moses R. Crow was the legal adviser of Mr. 
Hazard, and, “knowing him to be insolvent 
and unable to pay his debts,” and “that in 
pursuance of an agreement between the de- 
fendants, Hazard and Crow, with intent to de- 
fraud, binder and delay the creditors of the 
said Rowland N. Hazard, including the plain- 
tiff,” the property was transferred. It is fur- 
ther set forth that upon its transfer the pro- 
perty and business were organized into the 
Hazard & Hazard Company and Rowland N. 
Hazard was elected president at a salary of 
$8,000 a year. As it is claimed that at the time 
of the transfer over $197,000 was due Mrs. Haz- 
ard from her husband, she asks that the trans- 
fer “be adjudged and decreed frudalent and 
void as against the creditors of Rowland N, 
Hazard,” and particularly as against herself. 
An application for an injunction and receiver 
accompanied the complaint, and Judge And- 
rews granted a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the holders from disposing of the stock. 
The order was made returnable last Monday 
but by agreement it was continued when it 
was to be argued in the Special Term of the 
Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Hazard, the plaintiff, who had been ill 











for some time, died on July 21, and as under 
the laws her husband inherits all of her per- 
sonal property, he of course inherits the suit 
brought against himself and the other mem- 
bers of the Hazard & Hazard Company. The 
attorneys for the other defendents claim that 
this “merges” the suit and that it-cannot be 
prosecuted in its present form, They also 
claim that Mr. Hazard bimself was the real 
plaintiff instead of his wife and will make an 
effort to have the case stricken from the cal- 
endar. When it was supposed the case would 
come up Monday each of the defendants pre- 
pared an affidavit to be submitted to the Court 
but they are now all at sea and can find no 
precedent to guide them under the peculiar 
complication. 


If Mr. Hazard is allowed to press the suit 
against himself and others the novelty will 
be presented of a man seeking to prove him- 
self guilty of an “intent to defraud, hinder 
and delay” his own creditors, including his 
wife, and also to substantiate other grave 
charges against himself. The affidavits for 
the defense set forth that the affidavit and 
complaint “ are incorrect and untrue in re- 
gard to every material fact alleged.” They 
charge that Mrs. Hazard was not a business 
woman, but was under the control of and her 
affairs were managed by her husband, at 
whose instigation, it is alleged, the action 
was brought. The history of the transac- 
tions with Mr. Hazard from the standpoint of 
the defence are then recited. In March, 1878, 
it is stated, Mr. Hazard was President of the 
American Loan and Trust Company, and be- 
came interested in the Grand Rapids (Mich.) 
Ilydraulic Company, of which Mr. Crow was 
President, and agreea to furnish the money 
required to complete the water system of 
Grand Rapids. The American Loan and Trust 
Company was made trustee for the Hydraulic 
Company anda mortgage executed to it as 
trustee to cover an issue of bonds, and Mr. 
Hazard was made trustee for carrying out the 
construction. Bonds of the par value of $133,- 
000 were deposited with bim, and it is charged 
he retained the bonds for his own personal 
uses and had made no payment therefor 
down to the time of the transfer of the drug 
stores, &c. That Mr. Hazard caused to be ad- 
vanced to the President of the Hydraulic 
Company by the Loan and Trust Company 
$14,250 upon $28,000 worth of the Company's 
bonds and subsequently lost his position as 
president of the Trust Company, and when 
efforts were made to get money from him he 
indorsed notes and agreed to take them up, 
and induced President Crow to deposit $200,- 
000 worth of bonds as collateral security for 
$°00,000 in notes so made. These bonds ana 
notes were delivered to Mr. Hazard and de- 
posited with parties whom the Hydraulic 
Company owed for building supplies or bor- 
rowed money, and that but a small portion of 
the notes were paid. The holders mentioned 
as not paid are the Gloucester Iron Works, 
$23,000; H. K. Thurber, $30,000; Eleventh Ward 
Bank, $7,000; Nashville National Bank, $2,- 
000; Grand Rapids National Bank, $3,000: 
J.C. Jacobs, New York, $2,000; and Detroit 
Pipe and Foundry Company, $6,000, making a 
total of $73,000. A list of creditors paid off by 
President Crow foots up $58,500. It is set forth 
that no more money could be raised upon Mr. 
Hazard’s credit and the President of the Hy- 
draulic Company was forced to raise money 
from other sources and endeavored to obtain 
a settlement with Mr. Hazard. To protect the 
Hydraulic Company interests Mr. Crow ap- 
peared as counsel for Mr. Hazard in various 
law suivs brought against him and organized 
asyndicate to carry on the work of the Hy- 
draulic Company. Finally a settlement was 
arranged for on the basis of $300,000 due the 
company from Mr. Hazard in August, 1889, 
andabout this time it is set forth thata 
judgment of $17,0l0 had been entered 
against Mr. Hazard in New York, and the 
drug stores and business of Hazard, Haz- 
ard & Co. in this city (including the in- 
strument manufactory at Twenty-eighth 
street and Seventh avenue) had been seized by 
the Sheriff on an execution and the next day 
the drug store in Newport was also seized on 
an execution. Then it is stated Mr. Hazard 
executed a bill of sale of all his property in 
New York, Newport and Naragansett Pier to 
President Crow and Mr. Thurber, and Mrs. 
Hazard joined in the transfer of the Rhode 
Island real estate, 


The affidavits also charge Mr. Hazard with 
neglecting and mismanaging the drug busi- 
ness and say he has been requested to re- 
sign the presidency of the company and re- 
tire, and that after being asked to resign he 
“set about bringing this action in the name of 
his wife for the purpose of tying up said bus- 
iness and preventing the directors from com- 
pelling said Hazard to resign.” It is also de- 
nied that he owed his wife the money upon 
which the suit is based. 

The affidavits also relate that Mr. Hazard 
was arrested in an action brought by the Sara- 
toga Gas and Electric Light Company in which 
it was charged that he had wrongfully con- 
verted $57,000 of bonds of that company, of 
which he was treasurer. One of the affidavits 
sets forth that Mr. Hazard “appropriated and 
disposed of the $133,000 bonds for his own 
use,” and gives a partial list of the parties to 
whom they were transferred. 

In an affidavit Mr. Hazard charges Mr. Crow 
with haviog misled him. He says he consulted 
Mr. Crow as his counsel, and was advised not

London Notes. 


Lonpon, July 19, 1800. 

The improvement in trade, which I men- 
tioned in my last letter, has made little pro- 
gress up to the present date. The fact is the 
markets are quiet and there is Jittle disposi- 
tion manifested anywhere to buy more than 
enough to carry the trade along from day to- 
day. The passage of the Silver Bill by your 
Congress, is expected to havea marked revivi- 
fying influence upon business, and will doubt- 
less cause a considerable rise in values of 
goods obtained from countries having a silver 
currency. East India exchange has already 
shown an advance, and a further rise is proba- 
ble. Prices for commercial commodities have 
not been affected to the extent of an actual 
advance as yet, but they are bound to feel 
the influence sooner or later. There is one 
exce ption, which might not have proved al 
exception, however, but for the fact that the 
article was already in an interesting position, 
and sensitive to any influences likely to cause 
anadvance. This exception is shellac. AD 
active speculation in futures is in progress 
and spot goods find a ready market, at 
advancing prices. In futures there has been & 
rise of 2s@2s 6d, on second orange. and in spot 
stock an advance of 38@4s, over last week's 
prices. 

Drugs—The increasing demand for citric 
acid has caused a slight advance, holders now 
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asking 1s 334d. Balsam fir (Canada) is dull and 
cheap in sympathy with reports from your 
market. Good grades are quoted at ls. Co- 
paiba balsam is firm, while Peru balsam is ad- 
yancing, being now held at 4s 9d. Tolu 
palsam is also doing better, at 1s 3c c.i. f. 
Canabis Indica is higher at 7d and is in small 
supply. Guinea grains are exceedingly scarce 
and only one small lot could be bought at fs. 
Oil codliver is firmer at 588@60s c. i. f. for best 
Berger. Spermaceti although reported scarce 
and high in New York isin good supply here 
and might be bought at Is4d. Opium is not 
attracting much attention, the trade evi- 
dently waiting for the crop. There have been 
some arrivals of new Salonica, the quality of 
which is very fine. I haveno detailed reports 
of alate date from Smyrna tut I learn that 
cables in from that market this week report a 
deline of about 10d with a subsequent re- 
covery to the price ruling before the depress- 
jon, say 1388c.i.f. Cinchona bark only just 
about held its own at the auction on the 15th 
inst. The average quality of the bark offered 
was poor and there was very littie interest 
displayed throughout the sale. The offerings 
consisted of 1,406 bales Ceylon and East Indian 
and 447 bales of South American. Of the 
former 1,197 bales were sold and of the latter 
only 73 bales, The unit price was 1344@1d. 
Cascara sagrada bark of the new crop wassold 
here as low as 30's ¢, i. f,. it is reported, but the 
quotation is 328 c.i.f. by sail shipment from 
San Francisco. Good quality old crop is offered 
at 35s, London terms. Gums Arabics were 
in fair demand at the sale on Thursday and 
brought fairly satisfactory prices on the av- 
erage, though white Mogadore, of which the 
supply is very large, sold at a considerable de- 
cline. Tragacanths were slow of sale ata 
decline of 4s@10s as to quality. Shellacs have 
been active and excited under a strong bull 
movement in forward deliveries of second 
orange, basis T. N,,up to 100s being paid for 
about 500 cases, November-December delivery. 
There has, latterly, been a slight reaction 
owing to cable reports of heavy shipments 
from Calcutta for the first half of the month. 
It is estimated that the sales and resales for 
the week amount to 10,(00 cases. A.C. Garnet 
is higher, by 3s per cwt. and is very tirmly 
held. Button is also 2s 6d@5s dearer and in 
very short supply. From Calcutta the quota- 
tion is 1043 c. i. f. without offer. Last advices 
confirm the previous reports of a very short 
stic-lac supply. 


Chemicals—Quinine has been dull through- 
out the interval. Holders still want 1244d but 
this is above buyers views. There have been 
some Offers to sell at 124d but this, too, is too 
high. Sales for September-October delivery, 
have been made to the extent of 10,000 ozs., 
by the agents of a leading German brand, at 
ls ld, but they are now unwilling to accept 
less than Is 144d. Quicksilver is firmer, the 
price from second hands being up to £10 4s@ 
£10 5s. Crude camphor is again advancing. 
Small sales of Japan have been made on the 
spot at 160s per cwr., and I65sis now de- 
manded. Heavy chemicals are still 
advancing and inquiries for forward deliver- 
ies are becoming more numerous. There is, 
however, nothing offered for delivery beyond 
September, when, it is now confidently ex- 
pected, the Chemical Union will be a reality. 
Negotiations for the purchase of various 
plants are still in progress, and pending their 
completion no definite information can be ob- 
tained. Itis understood that a prospectus of 
the Union will be issued to the public about 
October Ist and we will then learn all there 
is to know about it. 

Dyestuffs.—The market for dyestuffs is dull 
throughout. At the public sale of indigo the 
declarations were large, consisting of 7,990 
chests, of which 1,400 were withdrawn before 
the auction. The market was firm and 4,100 
chests were sold at an advance of 2@3d for 
good Kurpah and Oudes and 2d for good Ben- 
gals. Madras sold at slightly easier rates. 

A new enterprise is announced in the incor- 
poration of the Soda Improvements Company, 
Limited, The objects are the purchase or ac- 
quirement ot any inventions, improvements 
or improved processes in the manufacture of 
soda or other alkaline products, and in partic- 
ular certain inventions of Francis Ellershau- 
sep, for such manufacture. The company has 
a capital £35,000 divided into shares of £1 each. 

Henry Nestle, who is known on both conti- 
nents as the inventor of a popular ‘infants’ 
food,” died recently at Montreux,Switzerland, 
atthe age of 70 years. He was born at Wur- 
temburg, Germany, and received a pharma- 
ceutical education. He went to Switzerland 
about 45 years ago, and after experiments ex- 
tending over many years perfected his inven- 
tion in 1867. A few years later he sold bis 
business to a company for £40,000, and re- 
tired to private life, spending his declining 
years in philanthropic labors. 

A new process for manufacturing white 
lead has been invented by Prof. MaclIvor, F. 
I. C. It consists in first converting the 
ore into litharge, which is then thorough- 
ly purified by washing. A vat, fitted witha 
stirring apparatus is next brought into use, 
the litharge after being covered with a solu- 
tion of acetate of ammonia, being agitated in 
it for six hours, or until the lead is fully 
absorbed by the solution. It is then allowed 
to settle, when the supernatant liquor is 
pumped into a second vat, and subjected to 
the action of carbonic acid gas. The lead is 
Precipitated and the acetate of ammonia is 








recovered for further use. If the litharge is 
very pure the carbonic acid gas is introduced 
into the first vat, thus producing white lead 
direct, and the acetate of ammonia being sep- 
arated at the same time for re-use. Whichever 
process is employed the mother liquor is 
drawn off and the lead is passed through a fil- 
ter press to extract what may remain of the 
mother liquor. The lead inthen washed and 
agitated in cold water, the operation being 
repeated eight successive times. It is again 
passed through the filter press and when dry 
is ready for use. The advantage of the pro- 
cess is that it produces pure white lead free 
from crystals, in a few hours, and at a much 
less cost than by the old process.

Treasury Decisions, 


The Treasury Department isin receipt ofa 
letter submitting the appeal of Mr. William A. 
Pfingsthorn from an assessment of duty, at 
the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, on certain 
varnolette imported by him, and claimud to 
be exempt from duty under T, I., 636, or duti- 
able atthe rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem 
under T. I., 94. 

From the report of the appraiser it appears 
that upon chsmical analysis the merchandise 
was found to consist of “gum and resin mixed 
with salts of lime and manganese to serve as 
siccative,” and that as it was not provided for 
in the tariff it was returned as an unenumer- 
ated manufactured article, under section 2,513, 
act of March 3, 1883. 

The provisions in T. I., 94 and 636, for “gums 
and gum resins,” do not cover combinations 
of such articles with other ingredients, and 
the Department is therefore of opinion that 
the classification of such merchandise as above 
stated was correct. The assessment of duty 
thereon is affirmed. 

XEINTHAURINE POWDER. 

The Treasury Department isin receipt of a 
letter submitting appeal of John J. Keller 
from assessment of duty, at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 82, as a coal tar 
color, on certain *\Xeinthaurine powder,” im- 
ported per Rhynland, January 25, 1890, and 
claimed to be fustic dyewood extract, and du- 
tiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

As it appears from the report of the ap- 
praiser at New York that a sample of the 
merchandise was submitted to the United 
States chemist for aralysis and found to bea 
coal tar color, the assessment of duty at the 
rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 82, 
is affirmed. 

80-CALLED OIL ASHES, 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter in regard to the classification of a sub- 
stance called oil ashes, imported from Canada 
by Mr. George W. Black, which was the sub- 
ject of Department’s communication, based 
upon areport of Special Inspector Silas W. 
Day. 

It now appears that the said merchandise 
does not contain about 60 per cent. of lead, as 
was stated by the said inspector, but that, on 
the contrary, as a report of the analytical 
chemist shows, it contains no lead whatever, 
it being in fact a substance composed of iron 
sulphide and iron oxide, containing consider- 
able portions of phosphorous and silica, with 
traces of copper, and resembling in most re- 
spects iron slag. 

Such being the case, the Department con- 
curs in the opinion that the article is liable to 
duty at*20 per cent. ad valorem, as a “mineral 
substance in a crude state,” under the pro- 
visions of Schedule C, T. I., 215. 

The Department’s instructions of the 2d in- 
stant are modified in accordance with the 
facts. 

WATER IN WHITE LEAD. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter submitting the appeal of Messrs. P. 
Goldsmith & Co. from assessment of duty, 
without allowance for the weight of water 
contained therein, on certain white lead im- 
ported by them. 

The appellants claim that water or other 
liquid (not oil) of no value was mixed with 
the white lead in order to secure safe trans- 
portation and to prevent deterioration, and 
that allowance should have been made for the 
weight of such water or other liquid in ascer- 
taining the duty. 

The appraiser reports that in examining the 
merchandise iu question he caused a hole to 
be bored in the head of the cask and obtained 
a sample, but failed to find water, turpentine, 
spirits, or any other liquid, and that it is not 
customary to place water in casks of white 
lead until after they are opened and partly 
used, in which case it is sometimes poured 
over the top to prevent oxidation and evapo- 
ration. 

Upon investigation it is found that no al- 
lowance or claim for such allowance has here- 
tofore been made for the weight of water in 
white lead, and the Department is of opinion 
that no such allowance can be properly made, 
inasmuch asin the condition in which it was 
imported the article is recognized as the white 
lead of commerce upon which the duty of 3 
cents per pound is imposed by the act of 
March 3, 1883, T. I., 55 and 56. The assessment 
of duty is hereby affirmed. 

VIOLET, SOLID, D. H. 

The Treasury Department isin receipt of a 
letter submitting the appeal of Mr. A. Klir- 
stein from assessment of duty, at the rate of 
35 per cent. ad valorem, on certain “violet, 
solid, D. H.,” imported by him, and claimed 
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to be dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem as a paste, under T, I., 81 or 83. 

The drug examiner reports that the article 
in question is produced by the action of an 
acid with a coal-tar preparation, and that it is 
a recognized color or dye, and dyes wool or 
silk with or without mordants. He also re- 
ports that it is known in commerce under the 
names of “Gallocyanin” and “New Fast Vio- 
let.” 

The Department is, therefore, of opinion 
that the claim of the appellants, that it is 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valo- 
rem, under the provision in T. I., 81, for “coal 
tar products of, such as naphtha,” etc., or the 
provision in T. I., 83, for “all preparations of 
coal tar, not colors or dyes,” is without foun- 
dation, and the assessment of duty thereon, 
under the provision in T. I., 82, for “all coal- 
tar colors or dyes, by whatever name known, 
is affirmed. 


EXTRACT OF ORCHIL. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter submitting the appeal of Messrs, C. B. 
Richard & Co, from assessment of duty, at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, on certain ex- 
tract of orchil imported by them. The appel- 
lants claim that the article in question is 
dutiable, at the rate of 10 per cent. ad val- 
orem, under Synopsis 3898, and does not con- 
tain any aniline or other coloring matter, but 
is simply a dry orchil extract. 

The Department is unable to perceive the 
pertinency of the reference of the decision 
above cited, which relates the classification of 
certain extracts of Persian berries and sumac 
under the old tariff, under a provision of law 
not now in force. The appraiser reports that 
upon chemical analysis the article which is 
invoiced as “Rouge Vigital in grains’ was 
found to be a color derived from a vegetable 
source, and possessing the chemical constitu- 
tion of the coloring matters known as orchils. 

The assessment of duty thereon, under the 
provision for “colors” in T. I., 87, is affirmed.

The Chemical Union. 


The question of a syndicate or union of the 
various Leblanc chemical manufacturers of 
the United Kingdom has been greatly agitat- 
ing the chemical trade fur the last six orseven 
months, and sufficient progress towards the 
formation of a corporation has new been 
made to justify manufacturers in their san- 
guine views of the scheme being shortly 
brought to a successful issue. It isa matter 
of common notoriety that for many years the 
Leblanc chemical trade has been in a precari- 
ous condition owing to the flerce competition 
of the ammonia process both at home and 
abroad. Various efforts have from time to 
time been made to protect the interests of 
the Leblanc makers, and of these,the most 
successful and the most lasting one, was the 
Bleaching-powder Association. This body, 
however, ceased to exist at the end of last 
year, because its members were unable to 
agree to continue the “restrictive” policy so 
successfully carried on for nine or ten years. 
An attempt was then made to carry on the 
work of the association on a salt basis, leaving 
each manufacturer to produce any propor- 
tion be liked of bleaching-powder, chlorate 
of potash, or hydrochloric acid, but restrict- 
ing the quantity of salt to be decomposed by 
him. This scheme was well received at first, 
but it also failed to give satisfaction to all the 
makers, and it became evident that without 
complete unanimity it was useless to carry on 
the association any longer. With the aban- 
donment of the bleach restriction, every 
maker commenced to produce the utmost 
quantity of bleaching-powder his plant could 
turn out, and then came a speedy collapse in 
the price of the article. Prices rapidly fell 
until they were from two pounds to two 
pounds ten shillings per ton below those ob- 
tained during the time of restriction. Bleach- 
ing-powder having been for many years 
the principal article of manufacture of the 
Lebianc works, and the one from the profits 
of which ma‘ters expected to recoup them- 
selves for the loss on their soda products, the 
heavy reduction in price meant a serious loss 
to them, Add the this decline in price the in- 
ereased cost of salt, couls and other raw 
materials, and the advance in wages, and it 
will be clear thatthe future prospect of the 
trade was a very gloomy one indeed for man- 
ufacturers. The question of a union of the 
Leblanc alkali works was then mooted, and 
after several more or less informal discussions 
it was agreed to be practicable. Makers were 
invited to send in schedules of the value, con- 
dition, and production of their works, and 
the promoters of the scheme were said to be 
well satisfied with the number and extent of 
the replies sent in by the various manufac- 
turers. Out of the whole of the Leblanc 
makers, is seem that only some four or five 
firms refused to join the combination, while 
the whole of the Tyne manufacturers the 
jeading Scotch makers, and the bulk of the 
Lancashire firms were in favor of the scheme, 
Committeés and sub-committees were then 
appointed, and have been holding meetings 
and making inspections of works in the various 
districts for some time past, 

The details of the scheme have not publicly 
transpired, but from what can be gathered 
from different sources it seems that the Le- 
blanc alkali manufacturers have been invited 
to form themselves into a “‘cnemical union” 
with the object of making the production of 
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chemicals by their process remunerative, so 
obtaining a fair return for the capital invest- 
ed in their works. This involves the combina- 
tion of the whole of the works under one 
board of directors, composed of practical 
manufacturers. The board will control the 
working operations of the factories and the 
sale of the article manufactured from one 
central point. It jis hoped that the centrali- 
zation will mubhreduce the cost of working 
expenses, as most of the town offices of the 
different firms, now used for the transrction 
of business and the shipping of goods, will be 
abolished and will be replaced by one general 
office in cach district. The chief source of 
profit of the Union must be derived from the 
increased price for such chemicals as are not 
produced by the ammonia soda makers. The 
formation of the Union, therefore, wili mean 
considerable advances in the price of bleach- 
ing powder, caustic soda, chlorate of potash, 
sulphate of soda, soda crystals, and a few 
other articles which belong to this category. 
In order to maintain the high price of bleach 
ing powder during the time of the Bleach 
Association, it was found necessary to restrict 
the capabilities of production of the works 
very severely, and a considerable advance in 
the price of the bleach at the present time 
will probably lead to the same results, as 
higher prices are generally followed by 
smaller consumption. The same would in a 
great measure apply to the other articies of 
manufacture, so that all round production 
would be curtailed, and in proportion to the 
diminished production, prices would have to 
be continually advanced to meet the extra 
eost of manufacture. 

Time must prove whether the formation of 
the Union will be for the ultimate benefit of 
the combined works themselves, but the 
manufacturers cannot be blamed for at- 
tempting to make the best of their position. 
Among interested circles the prospects of the 
successful formation of the Union are con- 
sidered so good that the prices of bleaching 
powder and caustic soda have risen rapidly 
during the last few days, and all the manu- 
facturers have agreed not to accept any con- 
tracts extending beyond September 30 until 
the Union question is definitely settled.— 
Chemist and Druggist.

Petroleum Discovery in Syria. 


REPORT BY CONSUL BISSINGER, OF BEIRUT. 

A discovery of petroleum has recently been 
made in the Aliexandretta district in the vila- 
yet or province of Alleppo, Syria, the extent 
and importance of which it has been the en- 
deavor of this consulate to ascertain. 

To this end the United States consuiar 
agent at Alexandretta was directed to cause 
minute inquiries to be made, but the result of 
his researches has not been as complete and 
full as could have been wished for. The only 
details elicted are that the land in which a 
certain kind of brownish soil emitting a pe- 
culiarand strong smell has been found ex- 
tends about 14 or 15 miles to the west of Alex- 
andretta and from 1% to 24 miles inland from 
thesea shore, and that the district within 
which are tha potroleum wells just discovered 
is situated within this area, and is not more 
than 1 donoum, or 275 sqnare feet, in extent. 

The soil within this comparatively narrow 
compass is said to emit a strong smell of naph- 
tha, but does not appear to ignite when the 
experiment is made of lighting a rag steeped 
in this almost liquid like substance. 


No trial or analysis seems to have been 
made by the concessionary as yet, nor any 
studijef undertaken respecting the possible 
yield, etc., of the new mine; a universal opin- 
ion, however, is said to prevail that the dis- 
coverp is of little if any importance. 

As the imperial Ottoman firman granting 
the concession to exploit the mine contains 
valuable information and details which may 
not prove devoid of interest to American in- 
terests, a careful translation in English of the 
same has been prepared by this office and is 
appended hereto: 

Concession to armed Najaty Effendi, one of 
the contractors of the military departments, 
for the exploitation of the petroleum mine 
discovered in the District of Alexandretta, 
Syria. 

It has been deemed expedient to grant a 
concession to Ahmed Najaty Effendi, one of 
the contractors of the Ottoman army, for the 
exploitation, during a concessionary period 
of seventy-five years, of the petroleum mine 
discovered by him in the neighborhood of 
Alexandretta, in the vilayet of Aleppo, con- 
formably tv the contract and a schedule of 
conditions prepared by the direction ef for- 
ests and mines. The contract, as well as the 
schedule of conditions, having been examined 
by the legislative department of the council 
of state, as well as by the council of ministers, 
and the necessary rectifications and modifica- 
tions having been duly effected, the matter 
was submitted to our imperial throne in a 
mazpatta, with an appendix, for our permis- 
sion thereon. 

In the contract referred to above, it is stated 
that the petroleum mine discovered by said 
Najaty Effendi within the Government waste 
lands inthe village of Chinkau, canton of 
Kappa, annexed to the Alexandretta district, 
in the vilayet of Aleppo, has been ceded by 
concession to the said Najaty Effendi for a 
concessionary period of seventy-five years, te 
commence from the date of our supreme 
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Olive Oil in Italy. 


A British consul report written at Cagliari 
Italy, says:—“"The production of olive oil is 
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order, under the following conditions, to 





"ithe lands designated for the exploitation 
of the said mine, as shown by the plan made 
of the same, are 7,293°25 jeribs, equal to 18,021°62 
aeres [a jerib is equal to nearly 2,471 acres]. 
These lands are limited in the north by the 
curved Jine nearest to Ain Ibrahim Pasha, on 
the sea-side, passing along the litoral of the 
port of Alexandretta, beginning from the 
point nearest to Ain Ehuaiha, on the sea- 
shore; in the west by the straight line which 
passes across the Karah-tagh bill, beginning 
from the point nearest to Ain Ibrahim Pasha, 
On the sea-side; on the south by the angular 
line in the middle of Kambrau bill, which 
passes by the point of the mosque of Kurd 
Baghi village, beginning from the said Karah- 
tagh hill; in the east by the angular line which 
begins at Kambrau nill, passing through the 
hill situated above the Sakher Elabyad and 
the Crpe Mastabet Eunemer and the mosque 
of the viliage of Sabwah, ending at the point 
nearest to the Ain Ehualha, which is the 
starting point of the limits. 

Should any other than the petroleum mine 
in question be discovered within the lands 
limited by these boundaries, the same would 
not be included in this concession; but if a de- 
mand or petition should be made by the said 
lessee, or any other one, the necessary form- 
alities would then be effected conformably to 
the tenor of article 35 of the new regulations 


on mines. 
There has been imposed upon the lessee as a 


condition that he pay annually into our treas- 
ury, on the Ist of March of every year, 72,9324 
Piasters ($3,209°03), at the rate of 100 piasters 


produced.

About two years ago O. Aschan procured 
for the purpose of this investigation, from 
Estlander of Baku, about 200 kilos, of crude 
naphtha acids which had been separated from 


troleum with caustic soda by adding water tu 
the semi-fiuid mass and heating to 90—100deg. 
for 48 hours. The clear solution was then 
treated with sulphuric acid, and the acid thus 
obtained separated by decantation. The crude 
acid has alight yellow color and petroleum- 
like odor, and shows a specific gravity of 0°9891 
at18deg. When subjected to distillation at

This sum is the tax imposed 
upon the lands designated for the exploitation 
of the petroleum mine, as stated above, the 
extent of which is estimated to be 7,293.25 
jerib. The tax on every jerib is 10 piasters (44 


cents). 
Furthermore, the formalities required by 


articles 61, 62,63and 64 of the régulations on 
mines should be executed as regards the lands 
situated within the above mentioned limits, 
as they have been destined exclusively for the 
exploitation of the mine. It has also been de- 
cided that the said Najaty Effendi shall pay to 
our treasury for the petroleum to be extract- 
ed from the mine a tax equal to 10 percent. of 
the unrefined product. A petroleum mine 
being considered one of the mineral products 
which are found in a scattered, disseminated 
state, and, pursuant to the decision of the di- 
rection of the mines and our financial minis- 
try, the said taxes will be computed and col- 
lected in accordance with the tenor of articles 
43 and 45 of the regulations on mines, either in 
nature or in cash, as the case may be. The 
lessee in question will be exempted from the 
internal customs duty on the petroleum which 
may be extracted and on the pipes that may 
be laid from the mine to the landing place, for 
the purpose of facilitating the means of trans- 
portation, if the localities and the technical 
exigercies allow it, as well as on the necessary 
works that may be established for the refine- 
ment of the petroleum. 

The said lessee is bound to open and begin 
operations in the mine in question within two 
years from the date of our supreme firman 
granting the concession. Bhould he fafi to 
open the said mine within the said period, he 
will be dealt with pursuant to article 52 of the 
regulations on mines,and the concession will 
be cancelled and annulled. 

As the pro rata duties of the said mine be- 
long to the Aleppo vilayet, they should be 
handed over or paid when the products of the 
mine are being transported, removed, or sold, 
at the rate of 100 piasters the Turkish lira. If 
the duties are not paid in due time, the lessee, 
will be obliged to pay the regular interest of 9 
per cent. annually for the days during which 
payment has been delayed, such interest to be 
paid apart. The lessee is, furthermore, 
obliged to pay once only into the treasury of 
the direction of the mines 200 Turkish liras as 
“firman fee,” confurmably to article 40 of the 
new regulations on mines, when he shall re- 
ceive our supreme order granting him the 
concession for the expicitation of said mine, 

The lessee is also bound to engage himself to 
undertake the exploitation of this mine and 
all the matters connected therewith agreeably 
to and in conformity with the provisions 
stipulated in the new regulations on mines, to 
cause all his operations in this mine to be in 
perfect accordance with the schedule of con- 
ditions which is an appendix to our supreme 
order granting the concession in question, and 
to have all his actions and dealings subjected 
to the present and future regulations of the 
Ottoman Empire. He is also obliged to pay 
the patent fee apart, which any other person 
of his class is bound to pay, as it is stipulated 
in the patent regulations. 

The above is what is written and stipulated 
in the above-mentioned contract. Conse- 
quently our high and imperial irade has been 
issued granting a concession for the exploita- 
tion of said mins to Najaty Effendi above 
referred to for a concessionary period of 
seventy-five years in the manner and on the 
conditions agreed upon, und in view of which 
our supreme order has been given from our 
imperial divan with reference to the execu- 
tion of the above-mentioned contract and 
schedule of conditions, copies of which have 
been legalized and sealed by the bureau of our 
imperial divan.

Potassium permanganate in 
alkaline solution is gradually decolorized. 
Nitric acid causes slow oxidation. Hexa- 
naphthenecarboxylic acid has strongly acid 
properties. It isisomeric with the synthetical 
methylpentamethylenecarboxylic acid (z:1) 
recently prepared by Perkin, jun., and UCol- 
man. The following salts have been prepared: 
The potassium salt is readily soluble in water 
and alcohol, and is highly hygroscopic. The 
sodium salt is obtained from alcohol inthe 
form of indistinct flat prisms, which effloresce 
on heating. The calcium salt is readily solu- 
ble in alcohol and water, and crystallizes in 
two forms containing different amounts of 
water. The barium salt is readily soluble in 
alcohol, sparingly soluble in water, and forms 
two modifications. The amorphous salt con- 
tains water, and the crystalline salt is anhy- 
drous. The silver salt is sparingly soluble 
in cold, more readily soluble in hot 
water. The cadmium salt forms nacreous 
laminze sparingly soluble in cold, readily sol- 
ublein hot water. The ammonium salt can- 
not be obtained. On drying, ammonia is lib- 
erated and the acid reproduced. The author 
has also prepared the chloride, amide and ani- 


the ordinary pressure water and hydrocarbons 
begin to come over; at 200 deg. the acid com- 
mences to boil with partial decomposition.

Hell and Meidinger some time ago isolated 
from crude Wallachian petroleum an acid 
having the formula C;;H2.0,. Markowniknw 
and Oglobin obtained two acids, to which 
they assigned the formulae C;)H;s0, and C,,; 
Ho02, whilst Kramer has recently isolated an 
acid of the formula C,;H902. The extensive 
researches made by Markownikow appear to 
show that the acids belonging to the group 
represented by the general formula CnHgn— 
20, are the carboxylic acids of hydrocarbons 
of the CnHy,0 series, called naphthenes, which 
constitute the principal part of Caucasian pe- 
The same author has recently 
shown that the naphthenes are hexahydrides 
of benzine hydrocarbons, so that the corres- 
ponding acids must be regarded as hexahy- 
droxybenzoic acid and its homologues. Of 
these acids those represented by simple for- 
mule are of the greatert interest, as the higher 
homologues, which contain several isomers, 
cannot be isolated without considerable diffi- 
culty. The author has therefore separated and 
examined the lowest boiling acids. For this pur- 
pose the crude naphtha acid was subjected to 
distillation and the distillate up to 270° col- 
lected. This was then treated with a 5 per 
cent. solution of caustic soda, and after stana- 
ing for two days the petroleum layer was 
drawn off and the aqueons solution decom- 
posed with sulphuric acid. A colorless oil was 
obtained which assumed a dark color when 
One hundred kilos. of 
crude gave 6 kilos. of low boiling products. 
In order to isolate the various acids the mix- 
ture was methylated and subjected toa long 
series of fractional distillations. In this man- 
ner the methyl ether of hexanaphenecarbox- 
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long needles which melt at 93° to 94°.

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CHICAGO LETTER.

CHICAGO, July 26, 1890. 


The local market still remains at 60c, and 
these figures are by no means satisfactory to 
jobbing buyers. who are dispused to antici- 
pate a decline of values before the “‘precipita- 
tion” upon the market of new oil. The de- 
mand for the week shows a slight decline, as 
compared with that of the six days preceed- 
ing, although, on the whole, fully equal to the 


midsummer inquiry of last year. 


The market, however, is not without its dis- 
turbing features. Offerings of cheaper oil are 
being made by circulars, if not by brokers. 
The oil thus offered is made in Toledo. How 
much of it there is is not known, but it is not 
believed that the supply is very large. In 
some quarters itis surmised that the ulterior 
end in view is not so much to sel! oil as to buy 


seed. But the day when these tactics exerted 


any perceptible influence upon the seed mar- 


ket have passed away and exist only as a ten- 
der memory of the past. Precisely how much 
has been sold iu this market it is not easy to 


ascertain, but the quanty is certainly not ex- 


cessive. 

The purchasing trade here is not particularly 
well pleased that Western oil should be quoted 
at 2c lower in New York thanin Chicago, 
whichis regarded asa reversal of the normal 
condition of affairs. It is whispered about 
that this,on its face, indicates some disposi- 
tion to precipitate a conflict between the two 
sections and there are rumors that certain 
Eastern crushers have been unguarded 
enough to make the statement 
that this year they propose to “run 
things’ themselves. It is not easy to believe 
that anyone should have been sufficiently 
foolish to indulge in any such rhodomontade, 
yet the report finds those who are willing to 
give it credence. 

Yet, after all, the * true inwardness” of the 
reluctance to buy is to be fouud in the un- 
certainty as to the strength and purposes of 
the independent movement. Two of the new 
Chicago mills (which together, will probably 
have a run of 36 presses) are well under way. 
To suppose that there will be any barmony of 
action between them and the combination 
seems, just now, preposterous.

The true winte’s bark is an avis rara of 
British commerce. It is obtained from a tree 
(Crymis winteri; N. O. Magnoliacese) which 
grows in the Antarctic regions (Straits of 
Magellan) and is noted in materia medica 
books chiefly because,at some time or another 
—certaiuly many years ago—it was used as a 
substitute for the official Canella alba, this 
bark baving been favored with many adulter- 
ations and substitutions. It is something like 
the bark of Cinnamodendron corticosum (N.O. 
Canellaces), as also that of canella, but differs 
from both in the structure as exhibited in the 
The materia medica 
books do not give much information concern- 
ing the chemistry of this bark, except that it 
contains very little starch, about 9 per cent. 
of tannin, an unknown quantity of volatile 
oil, and about 10 per cent, of a pungent resin. 
Quite recently two Italian chemists, Messrs. 
Arata and Banzoneri, have subjected the bark 
to an examination,and find that the sun-dried 


Of organic acids, citric acid was absent. A 
volatile oil was obtained from the bark by 
steam distillation, the yield being but small, 
0°65 per ceat., the essential constituent of 
which they have named winterine (C;;H.,), 
which is colorless, readiJy oxidized by ex- 
posure to air, having a boiling point of 260° to 
265° C.,andas.g. of 0°934. It is noteworthy 
that no tannin appears to have been found, 
although the description given of the bark 
acted upon corresponds with descriptions of 
authentic specimens of the bark—Chemist and

once, and even when it makes its appearance 
it is likely that old oil will command a slight 
premium.

spectively, 7,652 and 17,650. On the same date 
last year, public elevators were entirely 
empty of seed.

At the 
same time, it is impossible to forget that but 
two mont.s intervene before the ad- 
vent upon the market of new oil. This fact 
naturally induces a desire to work off stocks, 
in consequence of which there may be said to 
have been a disposition on the part of some 
brokers to solicit bids with increased avidity. 
On the whole, however, the prospect is far 
from being discouraginy to sellers, while, on

White lead is about as slow of sale as is usual 
at this season. There seems still some dispo- 
sition on the part of certain jobbers to make 
lead a leader, but as sales are comparatively 
few their sacrifice of their profits attracts lit- 
tle attention. Corroders express themselves 
as fairly well satisfied with the movement,but 
on the whole the market presents no features 
wortby of special comment, 

Dry colors are dull and uninteresting, the 
situation being literally without change. 

Mixed paints show a little life and prices are 
being pretty well maintained, but there is 
nothing new to cbronicle. 

The factory of the pioneer Chicago house— 
Jobn Alston & Co.—was destroyed by fire this 
week, The blaze was discovered by one of 
the residents of a tenement house across the 
street and an alarm promptly turnedin.

DRUGS. 

The local trade is well pleased with the ac- 
tivity which trade bas shown during the past 
week and which has been actually surprising 
for the middle of summer. At the same time, 
it cannot be said that jobbers are by any 
means overworked, although the record for 
July bids fair to prove eminently satisfactory. 

Opium is still quoted at last week’s figures, 
but the under-current of feeling favors 
greater firmness, and a slight advance in 
prices is among the possibilities of the near 
future. The gum is still being filled in a job- 
bing way at $4, while some concerns are re- 
ported to be asking disproportionately higher 
prices for the powdered drug. Morphine, of 
couree, respondssympathetically. There does 
not exist the slightest speculative inquiry in 
any quarter, the demaud being wholly con- 
sumptive. 

As to quinine, there existts a difference cf 
opinion. Manufacturers’ agents declare that 


they are by no means anxious to sell at pres- { 


ent prices, professing the utmost confidence 
in the future of the market. On the other 
hand,there is an element of the jobbing trade, 
which is utterly skeptical as to the maintain- 
ance of even existing prices and which de- 
clares itself ready to meet buyers more than 
balf way. This faction points to the heavy 
importations of quinine during the year and 
to the constant menace offered to the market 
by the holding of speculative stocks, which 
are liable to be released atany moment. On 
the other hand, large sellers assert that West- 
ern jobers are carrying very lighs stocks; that 
some of them, at least, will be forced to enter 
the market as buyers when the August con- 
sumptive inquiry springs up,and that they are 
trying, for this reason, to “bear’’ the market 
These aie the two opposing views of the situa- 
tion. Time will show which is the correct 
one. i 

The general list shows few changer, most of 





those reported being in the direction of an‘ad- 
vance. Turpentine, in single barrels, com- 
mands 47c. Aqua ammonia, by the carboy, 
brings 4c for 3F and 6%c for 4F, these quota- 
tions being jobbers’ prices. One jobbing house 
is offering liquid concentrated at llc, but 
this is considered very low. No. 3 castor oil 
bas gone up, though just why seems at the 
present writing to be a mystery. Whatever 
may be the reason, however, it is jobbing to- 
day at $1 08 in barrels and $1 12 in five gallon 
cans, containers inclusive. 


CHEMICALS, 

In the chemical market trade is extremely 
good for the season, and the general tendency 
of prices seem to be upward. Available stocks 
on spot have been reduced toa minimum, and 
forward deliveries show no little buoyancy, 

There isa good inquiry for carbonated ash, 
presumably to meet the requirements of the 
glass trade during the coming season. Brok- 
ers quote the mar ket on the basis of $1 65 for 
48%. prompt shipment, but this is probably the 
outside. 

Caustic soda ash is dull, quiet and un- 
changed. 

Refined alkali is firm, but there exists a sus- 
picion that domestic manufacturers have 
rather exaggerated the scarcity of stocks, 
Huwever that may be, the market at present 
exhibits no symptoms of a decline. 

There exists seme inquiry for salt cake, but 
it is impossible to learn of any sales having 
been actually effected. It is said that private 
terms for forward deliveries are being quoted, 
but this rumor lacks confirmation. 

Caustic soda is probably the strongest arti- 
cle on the list, there being a brisk demand for 
60% to arrive, with prices varying according to 
brand, the inside of the market being about 
3.10, 

Ammonia is very firm, and the general ex- 
pectation seems tu favor higher prices, Rep- 
resentatives of outside concerns rival combi- 
nation brokers in maintaining values, and 
there seems to be no inherent reason why the 
market should not continue to appreciate in 
strengtb.

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

The general market for the several pigment 
has continued without special animation 
during the week under review, and except in 
one or two instances trading has been of a 
hand-to-mouth description, which being fully 
anticipated at this season, has caused dealers 
little comment.

Red Lead and Litharge—The usual demsnd 
current at this season has prevailed during the 
week under review, but the trading has trans- 
pired in a matter-of-fact way, and has been 
productive of no features. The previously 
noted schedule rates have ruled in all trans- 
actions. 

Quicksilver Vermilion has ruled steady at 
former quotations, with a light business doing 
and the market wholly without fresh interest. 

Cobalt oxide has been taken on contract in 
the usual manner, and we find no interesting 
items, while values are as before. 

Carmine—A moderate jobbing business has 
been doing in this article, and values are 
quoted steady at previous figures. No fea- 
tures can be noted. 


BLUES. 

Barring the fact that some of the dealers 
are yet engaged in supplying goods on pre- 
vious orders, there is absolutely nothing 
worthy of special mention in this market. 
Prices vary according to the seller, but it is 
the universally expressed opinion that values 
have not been advanced on a par with the in- 
crease in the cost of raw materials. 


GREENS. 

Green pigments have been in rather light 
request, and the market has continued totally 
without interest. Values have been ruling 
fairly steady, and are unaltered from a week 
ago. Paris has been moving slowly, and no 
items of interest can be recorded. The coming 
month may witness an increased call for the 
article, as it will be remembered that quite a 
demand existed at that period lust year. 


Miscellaneous. 

Su!phate of Barytes—The week has been 
rather a quiet one in this market, but little 
trading having been accomplished. The su- 
perior grades are in good supply, but there is 
acontinued scarcity of the off color qualities. 
Values have been without alteration. 

Chalk—Beyond the reported offering of a 
quantity of steamer chalk at $1 50, ona ves- 
sel nearby, nothing of any moment has trans- 
pired.

China Clay—A good demand has been pre- 
vailing for all the grades, and the supply is 
getting rather low onsome of the superfine 
qualities.

Talc.—There has been a fair jobbing busi- 
ness doing, but the market cannot be called 
active.

Nitrate of soda is formed in beds at a depth 
of l0inches to 16 feet in layers 6 inches to3 
feet, often quite near the surface, but gener- 
ally covered with a layer of “costra,” a con- 
glomerate rock. The crude stuff, known as 
“caliche,” contains 20 to 60 per cent. of NaCl 
and other impurities. No beds occur nearer 
than 15 miles to the sea; the most distant are 
about 90 miles; the districts are rainless and 
without vegetation. They probably result 
from the decay of vast quantities of seaweed. 
Legrange estimates the quantity in the beds 
as some 100,000,000 tons. Nitrate was first ex- 
ported in 1830, when only about 800 tons were 
sent out.

Vegetable Olls. 
TUESDAY EVENING, July 29, 1890, 

There is a good seasonable demand for vege- 
table oils in general except cotton oils which 
are having @ very quiet movement in small 
Jots. Olive oilis not so firmin price. Castor oil 
is in good demand at the advance to 12léc, for 
No.3 Cocoanut oils are gaining strength and 
other oils on the list remain about the same. 

Linseed oil is an uncertain commodity for 
future delivery, as prices are expected to be 
changed sooner or later, to assist the manipu- 
lation of the seed market, and the uncertainty 
prevents the movement of oil in large quan- 
tities, as buyers only order to meet immediate 
necessities. The popular supposition is that 
the market will move downward when definite 
information is received concerning the seed 
crop. It is reasonable to expect that large 
estimates will be circulated at first, and as the 
season advances the crop figures may under- 
go a revision to influence the price of seed and 
oil in the other direction. Reliable crop sta- 
tistics are not to be obtained, it seems, in any 
year. The steamer Indramayo from Calcutta, 
has arrived with 43,263 bags of seed. The Kar- 
amania is due in Philadelphia about August 
10 with 37,187 bags of Calcutta linseed. The 
oil market is stationary at 62@64c for city 
brands, and 59@60c for out-of-town oil ina 
jobbing way or 58c in car lots. 


The cutton oil market has not improved 
during the week, either in price or demand. 
Values are ina nominal position and will re- 
main so while buyers manifest no more inter- 
est than at present. Prime grades are neg- 
lected and bids can only determine prices. 
Holders are waiting for customers and the 
latter don’t seem to have important wants. 
Prime crude is held at 31@82c., but less would 
doubtless buy an important quantity. Prime 
summer yellow can be had at 3544@36c, and how 
much less would be accepted, has yet to be 
determined. The run is on off-color oi),which 
is quoted at 28@25c for crude and 30@3zc for 
refined. Several export lots have changed 
hands at the latter figures, and inquiries are 
to be noted for additional supplies. There 
seems to be no difliculty in getting rid of the 
lower grades on foreign account, as soap 
makers abroad have taken kindly to cotton 
oil this season, but orders are far between. 
About 1,200 bbls were sold for export in this 
market duriug the week and 550 bbls came from 
the South for shipment. This summarizes 
the transactions for the week, and although 
the business is unsatisfactory at present prices 
there is hope that the coming season will wit- 
ness better results from the manufacturers 
standpoint. The only encouraging feature 
during the season drawing to a close has been 
the large outlet for cotton oil which was in- 
fluenced by the comparatively low values; 
this has caused the oil to be advertised and 
used in new consumptive channels, and as it 
gives general satisfaction, there is every rea- 
son to look for a continuation of the exten- 
sive movement. Far-seeing capitalists are not 
slow to realize that the iudustry is in its 
infancy, so to speak, as many new 
mills have recently been erected and are in 
course of construction in different parts of 


*the south to share in a business which prom- 


ises large results. Indications point to a more 
profitable season, as the crop of seed is said to 
be much larger'than usual, which means 
lower prices for the raw material, while the 
progress of the corn and hog markets insures 
an appreciation of lard values, and if the up- 
ward tendency in that direction is permanent, 
cotton oil will naturally sympathize.

There is an unusual demand tor No. 2@3 
grades of castor oil, mostly from the West, 
and manufacturers are shipping the oil as fast 
as it is made. No. 2 is quoted at 1834c and No. 
8 at 12}¢c, but the first named isin light supply. 





Oil Cake. 

More interest is manifested in the oil cake 
market, and supplies are more difficult to ob- 
tain. Western linseed cake On spot is held at 
$23, with $22 50 bid. Transactions are com- 
paratively light. It was reported on change 
to-day that a considerable quantity of linseed 
cake from the West was found to be mil- 
dewed upon arriving in London, and that it 
would likely be sold at auction, as the re- 
ceivers have rejected the cake. 





Animaland Fish Olls. 

The great concern in}this line of trade is the 
course of the menhaden oil market and the 
fishing prospects. The revival of the Maine 
ndustry was referred to at length in the Rz- 
PORTER last week, but the outcome is uncer- 
tain, as parties are not sure of carrying out 
prospective contracts for Maine oil which 
commands a higher ‘figure than oil from 
other sections, on account of being lighter in 


color. We had the privilege of look- 
ing over some _ private correspondence 
from the owner of a prosperous 


fish factory in an adjoining state, and as the 
information gleaned therefrom will prove of 
interest to our readers, we give the salient 
points herewith: “It begins to look more fa- 
vorable for better prices for oil and guano. 
Sharks and bluefish have made their appear- 
ance north of Cape Cod in quantities large 
enough to drive every menhaden from Cape 
Cod Bay. Our men have not seen a menhaden 
for five days. On Monday, July 21, six boats 
caught 7,400 bbis of fish near Proviuce- 
town, brought them in and went back but 
have looked in vain for fish ever since. On the 
24th I had news trom Maine to the effect that 
all the menhaden had left deep water and 
were on the rocks near shore, while sharks 
without number were outside. If suchis the 
case, we may hear of menhaden disappearing 
from Maine waters as they have from Cape 
Cod Bay. One of our boats came in to-day 
(July 25) very light after cruising for two days 
with the best of weather from Cape Cod to 
Portsmouth, N. H. Her captain reports 
large bodies of blue fish which caused 
the menhaden to leave the coast. Part of the 
Maine fleet was in Gloucester on July 24,which 


is a straw showing that fish have left that ! 
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coast. It looks squally for the fishermen just 
now.” The local market for menhaden oil is 
steady at 21@28c for prime light grades, the 
latter figure being for Maine oil. We hear of 
sales of 2,000 bbis at 2lc, most of which is for 
export. 

Crude sperm oil market is quiet with sales of 
600 bbis for manufacture at 62i¢c and the mar- 
ket closes firm at that figure. 

There is nothing doing in the crude whale 
oil market. There are but 600 bbls in first 
hands held by one party who is not inclined to 
sell except at an advance on the last sale.

Spirits of Turpentine—The market has been

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down, the free arrivals at this port also help- 
ing the downward movement, and to-day 
prices show a decline of a full cent from thoze 
in our previous issue. The Couthern markets 
in direct contradiction to that ruling 
at this port, have upheld values, as 
advices to-day reported a firm feeling at 
Savannah, with prices quoted at 40c, which is 
reporteed to be a cent advance over yesterday, 
and the downward movement at this port 
would appear to be local and brought about 
by the above circumstances. The Eastern 
buyers are still experiencing trouble, by the 
continued arrivals of the adulterated article 
in that market, and without doubt measures 
will be adopted to guard against if not elimi- 
nate the sophisticated article from the mar- 
ket.

Commercial Turpentine Oil. 


BY A, WILSON. 

Adulterants of oil of turpentine are petro- 
leum and sbale spirit, coal tar naphtha, rosin 
oil and rosin spirit, while an equally dishonest 
addition is that of the inferior Russian oii of 
turpentine to the French or American pro- 
duct. The author records the limits within 
which the samples he has examined ranged. 
Sp. gr. varied between 0°862 and 0(°870. The 
specific rotatory power is not conclusive, al- 
though asample giving a high value is cer- 
tainly pure. The maximum value for the D 
line obtained during the examination of 20 
samples was + 15°29, and the minimum + i2°05, 
the instrument used being a Laurent. French 
oil of turpentine is levo-rotatory. 

Rosin oil may be detected by steam distilla- 
tion and snbsequent treatment of the residue 
with stannic bromide, which yields a violet 
color, or with acetic anhydryde and sulphuric 
acid, giving a red or reddish violet coloration. 
The halogen absorption of genuine oil of 
turpentine is about 215 for bromine and 331 
for iodine, while petroleum and shale spirit 
absorb 30 and 70 per cent. of bromine respec- 
tively. The behavior on distillation, especial- 
ly when a dephiemator is used, is useful in 
detecting shale and petroleum spirit, the 
boiling point of a genuine sample generally 
lying between 156°—160° C. Armestrong’s 
method for the detection of petroleum spirit 
by polymerization of the turpentine with 
sulphuric acid and distillation in a current of 
steam is useful, but not applicable for the 
recognition of rosin spirit, it being attacked 
by sulphuric acid.—Chem. Trade Jour. 
> 
Occurrence and Extraction of Ozok- 

erite in Galicia. 

The most important deposit of ozokerite is 
near Borislaw, where it occurs in a marl con- 
taining salt. The wax is found in irregular 
lumps, sometimes of great size, or in layers 
which frequently die out completely. The 
neighboring rock consists of clay slate, marl 
and sandstone. 

The center of the basin is richest in wax; in 
some cases masses Of such extent have been 
tapped that the miners have hardly had time 
to escape before the workings were filled with 
the plastic mineral. Such a deposit was re- 
cently found in the deepest shaft at Borislaw, 
at a depth of 208 meters (227 yards). In gene- 
ral, however, the yield of wax varies at from 
2 to 8 per cent. of the mineral extracted. Oz- 
okerite was first found in this district in 1854 
by Doms, who was in search of petroleum 
with which much cf the ground is saturated. 
At first it was regarded as an unwelcome 
companion to the petroleum, as it frequently 
caused the timbering of the shafts to collapse. 
It was not until about 20 years later that this 
substance began to attain commercial im- 
portance, a method having then been discov- 
ered of producing from it a substance re- 
sembling beeswax and pamed ceresin. 

In 1865 ozokerite, which had previously been 
regarded asa Crown mineral, was declared 
free, and the consequence was that a number 
of shafts were sunk in the district, and much 
speculation ensued. The land being parcelled 
out in small plots, the shafts were sunk in the 
immediate neighborhood of each other, and 
much waste and danger ensued. In 1886 the 
present law was passed, according to which 
the right of mining for ozokerite may be sep- 
arated from the ownership of the land. The 
extraction is now carried out under official 
supervision.

In nearly every case the mineral is raised 
through vertical shafts or pits over which a 
wooden roof is erected. The section of the 
shafts in the first instance is 3 to 4 square 
meters (32 sq. ft. to 43 sq. ft.); but when the 
ozokerite formation is reached, an inner shaft 
1 meter square (10°76 sq. ft.) is formed of tim- 
ber, and the space between this and the tim- 
bering of the larger shaft is filled with a rich 
clay. This construction is adopted to exclude 
the surface-water, which is kept down by 
haud-pumps during sinking. From the bot- 
tom of the shafts levels are driven into the 
ozokerite ground, the richer portions being 
raised and the refuse used to fill up the old 
workings. The softer parts of the marl are 
dislodged by means of pick or wedge; but 
where the rock is hard, and the permission of 
the mining authorities can be obtained, dyna- 
mite is used. The mineral is raised by hand in 
skips or tubs holding 40 to 50 kilos. (88 to 110 Ib) 
Hand-ventilators are used for the purpose of 
ventilation, but explosions of gas are not un- 
common, especially after Sundays and holi-~ 
days. Fatal accidents are, however, rare. 
Safety-lamps are used in all the mines. The 
timbering of the shafts requires constant 
renewal and repairs; in some cases it is almost 
impossible to keep the shafts perpendicular. 

The water is usually ruised in tubs, and 
much difficulty is experienced in getting rid 
of it after it reaches the surface, on account 
of the numerous shafts and the broken nature 
of the ground. The mineral, when it leaves 
the tubs, is sorted by hand. The waste rock is 
picked out and tipped to spoil, lumps of 0zo0- 
kerite are specially selected, and the 
remainder of the rock, containing fragments 
of wax, is tipped into tanks full of water. On 
being well stirred most of the wax rises to the 
surface and is skimmed off. The residue still 
contains from 2to5 per cent. of wax. The 
quantity of waste mineral being consider- 
able, and the distance between the shafts 
small, a special railway has been built to re- 
move the residues from the immediate neigh 
borhood of the mines. 

Only one attempt hag been made to mine on 
a large scale for ozokerite. In this case a cir- 
cular shafc, 2 meters (6 ft. 7 in.) in diameter 
and lined with iron tubing, was sunk outside 
the ozokerite zone, and the deposit was 
reached by galleries. Trucks holding 500 
kilos (1,102 lbs.) were used, and both ventila- 
tion and pumping were done by steam power. 
The operations on a large scale do not, how- 
ever, seem to have been successful, the Freneh 
company which carried them out having now 
ceased working. 

The production of ozokerite in the Borislaw 
district amounted in 1887 to 96 per cent. of the 
total output in Galicia, and was valued at 
£152,900. 


Liquid Kino.* 
BY J. H. MAIDEN, F.L.S., F.C 8. 

Angophora intermedia (D.C.), the narrow- 
leaved apple tree, is a tallish tree, which ex- 
tends from Victoria to Queensiand, and is the 
only species of the genus which is found in 
the southern colony. In the following re- 
spect it is perhaps uniqe amongst Australian 
trees. Frequently, when an incision is made 
into the bark, and more particularly when 
the knobby excrescences sometimes found on 
this tree are cut, there exudes a watery liq- 
uid, which occasionally is almost as clear and 
as colorless as water, and at other times of an 
orange-brown or reddish-brown color, and of 
the consistency of a thin extract, or even as 
thick as treacle. This is doubtless the sub- 
stance which was sent from New South Wales 
to the Paris Exhibition of 1867, labelled “apple 
tree juice,” with the statement that it is used 
asavarnish: but this is not correct, as the 
liquid is aqueous. It is used by fishermen for 
tanning their nets. Mr. Kirton informed 
Baron von Mueller that a single tree will 
yield as much as 2 gallons of liquid, which is 
generally called “liquid kino.” This is a mod- 
est computation, for the tree which yielded 
the Bangley Creek sample (infra) yielded 
from 8 to10 gallons. The quantity is, in any 
case, by no means small, aad is dependent on 
a variety of circumstances. 

Two samples of this “liquid kino” having 
recently been forwarded to the Technological 
Museum, the author has had an opportunity 
of examining it. 

1. From Bangley Creek, Cambewarra, N. 8. 
W.,.of a clear reddish-brown color, and in 
order to give precision to the tint, it is very 
like raw linseed oil, Strassburg turpentine, or 
dark balsam of copaiba, but redder than any

of them. It has aspecific gravity of 1°008 at 
60° F., and an acidulous smell (owing to the 
presence of acetic acid), accompanied by an 
odor not so pleasant and reminding one some- 
what of spent tan liquors. It deposits a quan- 
tity of sediment of a buff color, consisting al- 
most entirely of catechin. It contains tannic 
acid ‘772 per cent., “non-tannin” °508 per cent. 
(Lowenthball’s process). The water amounts 
to no less than 98°3 per cent. The catechin 
was not estimated in this sample. 

2. This was obtained from Cambewarra, but 
from a different locality. It is darker in col- 
orsthan the preceding sample, being of a 
rich ruby color. Like No. 1 it deposits a 
smul] quantity of sediment (catechin), This 
liquid kino had a specific gravity of 1°022 at 
60° F., when received in April, 1888, 

The following results were obtained in De- 
cember to January, 1889: Tannic acid 3°048 per 
cent. (of the liquid kino, without evapurat- 
ing), “non-tannin” 1°27 per cent. (: portion of 
liquid kino, kept in agitation so as to obtaina 
fair proportion of sediment, was added to 
water to make up the strength of 1 grain of 
liquid kino to the liter), water 96°7 per cent 
(after filtration from deposited catechin). The 
catechin and a little phlobaphene filtered off, 
were found to be in the proportion of °495 per 
cent. of the original liquid kino. Ether agi- 
tated with the filtrate took up ‘15 per cent., of 
whivh one-third was estimated to be catechin, 
and the rest resin. 

Mr. Kirton has recorded liquid kino from 
the Illawarra district of New South Wales, 
but since there appears to be no reason why 
it should be found in one colony more than 
another, it will doubtless also be obtainable 
in Victoria, most likely on application to fish- 
ermen.

Issued July 22, 1890. 

Claim.—The process of manufacturing white 
lead, which consists in constantly stirring 
and agitating a mass of lead oxide in a closed 
vessel. passing a streamof carbonic-acid gas 
into said constantly agitated mass and sim- 
ultaneously passing a stream of steam laden 
with acetic-acid fumes into said mass, and 
subjecting the mass of lead oxide to the com- 
bined and simultaneous action of the steam 
acid fumos, and carbonic-acid gas until con- 
verted into ceruse, substantially as described.

SS 
pETROLEUM MARKET. 


_ 
TUESDAY EVENING, July 29, 1890. 


The past week has been a record breaker, 

the amount of sales being smaller than during 
any previous week, and the variations in 
price have been within a narrower range. So 
small have been the transactions, and so little 
interest has been shown, that the market may 
pe said to have worn a holiday appearance 
the entire week. Most operators feel discour- 
aged, but are somewhat buoyed with the 
hope that when certificates for Obio oil are 
listed an improvement in trading will be de- 
yeloped. There are very few but regard the 
pew move one of the most important that 
could be made to benefit the exchanges, and 
even those who at first did not favor the 
scheme are now among the more sanguine of 
its success. The outlook is certainly favor- 
able, as there will be no lack of oil for trading 
purposes. The production of Ohio oil bas been 
steadily on the increase, and s0 also is the 
covsumption, and the Ohio product is 
now as safe and merchantable a com- 
modity as is the more valuable Pennsyl- 
yania oil. The runs of the Buckeye 
Pipe Line Company for June were 916,288 
barrels, a daily average of 30,343 barrels. 
The May average was 28,632, the April 28,094, 
and the March 21,812 bblsaday. The regular 
deliveries for June were 207,026, for May 169,- 
662, and for April 115,222 barrels. The gross 
stock at the closeof the month was 15,274,000 
barrels, a8 compared with 16,937,157 barrels 
at the close of May, The month of June shows 
an increase in the daily average over March of 
8,513 bbis, while the increase in deliveries of 
April were 91,814 bbls. Theissuance of certifi- 
cates by the Buckeye Pipe Line Company will 
tend to stimulate the production, as the pro- 
ducers will then be assured of a ready market 
for all the oil they can produce, although they 
have encountered no difliculty on that score 
in the past. The factthat there will be a pub- 
lic market, with variations in price, and ap- 
portunities for speculation in the article 
which has heretofore been sold at a stated 
figure, will prove an attraction to the pro- 
ducers in Ohio that cannot but result in bene- 
fit to the speculative interests in other 
centers. Already people interested in 
petroleum ion the cities of Lima and 
Findlay have held meetings to organize 
petroleum exchanges, and at Toledo the mem- 
bers of the Produce Exchange have taken 
steps to list Buckeye certificates as soon as 
they are issued. The situation in the Penn- 
sylvania flelds shows no change, drilling oper- 
ations are beiug prosecuted with vigor, but 
the new wells have not increased the produc- 
tion, and the statistical situation is gaining in 
strength by reason of the excess of deliveries 
over runs at the rate of about 8,000 bbls per day. 
The transactions during the past week show a 
decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 227,000 bbls against 
276,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 658,000 bbls, against 548,000 bbis during 
the preceding week. The total clearances 
reported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 1,238,000 bbls, against 2,250,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Saturday, 
when 89}4c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 8534c, and was touched on 
Thursday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 89c, and the close this evening was 
at 88%4c, showing aloss of 4c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 4c. 


Wednesday, July 23. 


The market opened this morning at &9c, 
showing ashrinkage of 3c from the closing 
figure of yesterday, but there were very few 
who cared to sell, and as the requirements 
appeared to be light trading was practically at 
a standstill during the forenoon. Shortly 
after noon a few purchases brought the price 
up to 8¥%¢c, but as this induced freer offers the 
market again receded to 89c, whicb was also 
the closing figure. There was no feature of 
interest, and even the professional scalpers 
had little opportunity to make turns. With 
anextreme to variations of only %c there is 
little to encourage the pikers and this class of 
trade:s are looking hopefully to the time 
when Buckeye certificates become available 
for speculative purposes. The sales 
reached a total of only 40,000 bbis. In 
the Southwest fleld the South Penn No, 1, on 
the Furber farm, and No. 1 on the Rymer 
farm, at Mannington, are both on top of the 
sand and showing good. The Furber made 
two flows and the Kymer is spraying. At 
Chartiers, the Fort Pitt well, on Hughey 
Mood Run, is in the sand with no show of oil. 
The Union Oil Company’s No. 3 is in the 
second pay and is making some nice flows. 
While drilling at Salama for oil an immense 
gaser, spouting 3,000,000 feet a day, was 
struck. It issaid to be among the largest in 
West Virginia, and is situated on Lee Sheets’ 
farm. Near Sisterville, when the drill 
reached 1,200 feet, a great volume of gas 
threw the water to a great height. With the 
Burning Springs gas well doing 4,000,000 feet 
there are 7,000,000 feet of natural gas spouting 
daily within a few miles of Parkersburg.

The days, as they pass, appear as like as peas 


in a pod, no variation in interest, no new de- 
velopments, and very little variation in price. 
Even the few who have persistently clung to 
the hope of a change for the better,and in the 
absence of other interests have clung to the 
petroleum ring, have become thoroughjy dis- 
couraged, and but for the hope that the list- 
ing of Buckeye certificates will improve 
matters, would doubtless seek other’ fields 
for the employment of their talents. The 
market opened at 89c, at which there were 
sellers, but as few buyers could be found the 
price eased off, though slowly, as if loth to 
lose its grip on 89c, The lowest point reached 
was 883c, and later this loss was recovered, 
the market closing, as it opened, at 8c. 
The course during the afternoon was an 
exact reversal of that of the morning, with the 
total extent of the variations but 4c. The sales 
footed up 48,000 bbls. From Murrinsville it 
was reported that the Snee No. 7, on the Mort- 
land farm, came in Tuesday morning flowing 
20 bbls per hour. McKinney, Phillips No. 3, 
on the Kellerman, came in Wednesday, good 
for 1,000 bbls per day when drilled through 
the sand. Beck No. 3, in the Chartiers field, is 
doing 60 bbls an hour. Armour & Co., in the 
hundred-foot, have not drilled for several 
days. Their well is estimated at 30 bbls per 


day.

For the third time in succession the opening 
price was 89c and the indications this morn- 
ing were not prupitious of any improvement 
in either business or prices. There wasscarccly 
anything accomplished during the forenoon 
until just before noon, when a few bids caused 
an advance to 894c. which was the highest 
price reached. This was followed by offers to 
sell, causing the market to weaken, the price 
dropping to 887c., but the loss was quickly 
recovered and for the remainder cf the day 
the market was steady, but exceedingly dull, 
at 89!4c., which was also the closing price, 
making a gain for the day of 4c. under a range 
to quotations of 3c. The life shown at noon 
was due toorders to buy from Bradford and 
Oil City, where there is believed to be a small 
short interest, but there being no sellers here 
very little oil changed hands. The total 
sales were only 32,000 bbis. Business 
on the other exchanges was also very 
dull, and on the Pittsburg exchange no 
sales were made. In the Sheffield field 
The North Penn, on the Brown, is credited 
with two dusters, and Morck & Magee, on the 
Davis lot 7, another. The wildcat on 435, 
drilled by ten gentlemen, who call them- 
selves the Little Syndicate, was a surprise. 
It is located on the southwest corner of lot 
435,a mile east of operations. It started off 
at 225 bbis and is now doing 150 bbis. It will 
be drilled into the sand. From all appear- 
ances this well has opened up another streak. 
Bright, Morck & Co.’s well on the Brown is 
doing 100 bbls. The Sheffield Syndicate is still 
drilling the wildcat on 410. Horton, Crary & 
Co., on 370, struck a strong gasser. Its volume 
is not yet known.

Saturday, July 26. 


The general belief that there was a short 
interest at the West which was becoming rest- 
ive caused the operators here to insist upon 
full prices, and very few were even willing to 
sell at the price ruling yesterday. The open- 
ing was at 8914c and on the strength of afew 
bids an-advance to 89igc was gained, but as 
there proved to be few buyers, and reports 
came of offerings at the West, the price 
dropped to 88%c, which was also the closing 
figure. The reports of offerings at Bradford 
and Oil City were believed to be simply the 
efforts of the short intersts who, finding they 
could not secure oil without paying a con- 
siderable advance, sought to cause a break by 
small, but frequent, offerings. They did not 
succeed in creating a scare, and although at 
the close the best bid was 8834c, there were no 
offers, and probably no oil could have been 
secured under 89c. The close showed a loss 
for the day of %c, while the extent of the 
variations in price was Sc. At Pittsburg no 
sales were made. In the Mannington, W. Va., 
fleld, the South Penn’s Rymer No. 1 reached 
pay sund and responded bya flow of oil. It 
was at once shut down awaiting tank connec- 
tions. Their Furbee No, 1 will also be drilled 
in as s00n as connections to their boiler can 
be made. This makes eight wells that have 
been drilled in the pay sand without finding a 
duster. With the development so far the field 
is about three-quarters of a mile wide and 
four miles long. Montgomery and Jackson & 
Co.’s Fleming No. 1 was tubed and is flowing 
70 barrels per day, and may do better. They 
have Hamilton Nos. 2 and 3 ready for 
the machinery. McGraw, Watson & Co. 
are having timbers put on the ground to re- 
place their rig that was burned. The Acre- 
and-a-Half well at the upper end of the Bel- 
mont field is down 1,015 feet. The Brockunier 
No. 4 on the island, and Boss & Storey well on 
the Shingleton lot are near the sand. The old 
Corbett well came in and isa fair producer. 
This well was the first in the field, and after 
being drilled 750 feet was abandoned. Some 
time since the drilling was resumed with the 
above result. The Chicago Oil & Gas Company 
are putting down a well on Fish creek, about 
a mile east of Woodlands, If this well comes 
in a gusher it will open a new field. ‘he 
Simpson well, after being put down about 80 
feet, had to withdraw the casing on account 
of striking a deposit of gravel. The Harding 
and Hall well, on the Stewart farm, is down 
3530 feet. The same company are sinking a 
well on Greens run. There are now over 15) 
derricks up in the Belmont and Eureka fields.

In the 
Montour field there has been a well struck 
that shows a prospective extension of that 
field to the northeast, It isthe Fort Pitt Oil 
Co.’a well, on the Thompson farm, which 
struck the pay streak and filled up quickly. 
It will probably increase when drilled in 
farther, The well started at the rate of 15 
bbis per hour and did 30 bbls in the last 
three hours. Another well was also 
struck by the same company in the 
same direction, considerabiy in advance of 
the above weli, on the Mary Hoey farm. This 
well only broke the shell and was immediately 
shut down, The indications were favorable 
for a good well. At Chartiers Sammy Robin- 
son's Beck No. 8 is still staying at the front 
with 40 bbls per hour production, and his No, 4 
is atthe top of the sand. It is near No. 3in 
the thick group of derricks. The Bridgewater 
Gas Co., vn the narrow strip of railroad land 
off of the Johnson farm, across the Chartiers 
Creek from Robinson's well, is also at the top 
of the sand.

Canada Petroleum Report. 


Contrary to the general expectation that 
crude values would not begin to fairly 
“boom” until the heginning of next munth 
when it was expected the price would go 
up among the “fifties,” that price has been 
very nearly attained already. Closing last 
weekin the neighborhood of $122, it was 
expected that prices would hardly pass 
over the quarter mark this month; how- 
ever, values have been taking big and rapid 
strides about every other day, closing yes- 
terday at $1 32, or ten cents higher than 
a week ago. Oil Springs crude closed at 
$1 40, while it is said that $1 50 was bid for 10, 
000 barrel lots. $135 was bid for round lots of 
the Petrolea production, which, however, was 
not accepted by anybody on the Exchange 
although the clearances yesterday were larger 
than during any day for mnths past. The great 
motive power at present given to values seems 
to be the scarcity of the article, Stocks 
for some years past have been reducing, 
owing to low prices, until some of the re~ 
flaers have fouud themselves with little 
materia! on hand with which to commence 
fall operations, and the tanks at the same 
time hold less than for many years past. 
This state of affairs cannot do otherwise than 
propel values forward at a lively pace.Refiners, 
too, are becoming anxious to supply their 
tanks in order to keep pace with the usual de- 
mands of the retail trade. Considerable inter- 
est in the situation is manifest by the 
little groups of interested specula- 
tors who may be seen at almost any 
hour of the day discussing the situation on 
the streets. Before the close of another week 
our readers may expect to hear of another 
big rise in price, in fact it is with very little 





hesitation that we cast the prediction for $1.50 
oil to be reached before the Ist of August. 

Contracts are asked, in the advertising col- 
umnos of the Topic this week, for the drilliug 
of fifteen welis in Eseex county, each to a 
depth of 1,200 feet. 1 bis, however, can scarce- 
ly affect the price of crude in this district, for 
this year at any rate. What we expect to re- 
port for seme time to come isa firm and 
steady advance. 

The volume of business in refined circles 
does not appear to have increased to any 
great extent as yet, although the price is 
going up, having reached 18c. per galion, and 
to all appearances the retailer who buys 
his stock now will be more fortunate 
than those who wait another month. The re- 
finers, although stocking up with supplies for 
the coming trade, are not pushing their 
agents very hard as yet, but rather appear to 
be awaiving the result of the movements of 
the crude exchange.—Petrolia Topic, July 25.

The Petroleum Trade of Nagasaki. 


The British Consul at Nagesaki, Japan, 
makes the following report of the importa- 
tion and consumption of refined petroleum in 
his consular district : 

The consumption of kerosene oil during 1889 
was nearly 100,000 cases more than the preced- 
ing year, due to the increased demand for it 
throughout the country, and the enhanced 
value of the native seed oil. The business in 
oil last year, generally, was not remunerative 
to importers, although prices, onthe whole, 
show a rise in the previous year. Atlantic 
brand has continued the favorite, Chester 
selling at about 5c per case less, Russian oil 
is in more favor than formerly, selling at 
about 10c per case below Atlantic, but the 
quality is said not to be always reliable. 

The year opened with Atlantic selling at 
$235. During February, March and April the 
sverage price was $230 to $235. May sawa 
decline to $220, and in June, July and August 
it was sold at $217 to $2 18 from 
which point it rose by degrees to $230, which 
was the closing price on December 31. 

Chester was sold at $2 to $2 12 in August and 
September, rising $2 16 in October.

Dealers generally continue to report a quiet 
market with trading confined almost entirely 
to small lots to meet the requirements of cur- 
rent consumption. The tone of the market 
on the whole is in sellers’ favor, changes in a 
downward direction being few. The foreign 
markets are also reported quiet but in most 
lines asteady feeling prevails. The principal 
changes occurring here since our last were as 
follows: 


ADVANCED DECLINED. 
Quinine, 2d hands. Opium, 
Alcobol. Oil cassia. 
Canabis indica. Gum chicle, 
Oil bergamot. 


Opium. 

The opium market has been somewhat un- 
settled during the past week owing to cable 
reports of lower prices and an easy feeling on 
the other side. The demand is without im- 
improvement and ajthough there is a fair in- 
quiry for single cases larger lots are eutirely 
neglected. In asmall way business has been 
done on the basis of $3 75@3 80 for single cases 
of standardized and $3 80@4 for natural, as 
to test, but it is doubtful if larger quantities 
could be purchased at any lower figure. There 
have been no definite mail advices received 
here regarding crop prospects, so far as we 
can learn, but the fact of the decline in the 
foreign markets, as above reported, is taken 
as an indication that the outturn will 
exceed the later estimates. This, however, 
is by nO means an assured fact as yet, and 
further reports from the producing districts 
will be awaited with interest. 


Quinine. 

During the last few days a firmer feeling 
has been developed in the quinine market, as 
large buyers have again began to manifest an 
interest in the article. Shortiy after our last 
a lot of 40,000 ozs. of a prominent German 
brand was sold at 24c, and it is intimated that 
other business was done at 2344c, but we were 
unable to contirm this last. The report from 
the bark sale in Lendun to-day was to the 
effect that an advance of 5@10% was estab- 
lished, and this has helped to strengthen the 
views of quinine sellers here. The bark sale 
was an Unusually small one, the East Indian 
bark offered consisting of only 879 bales. Of 


this quantity 813 bales were sold, At! Frankfort o/M. l M M E R & G 0

the close there were only a few sellers 
of quinine on the spot at 24}¢c, the majority 
wanting 25@26c. It is stated that the agents 
of B.& 8. bave been instructed to limit sales 
at 27c to 10,000 ozs all told per week. The job- 
bing demand for quinine is only moderate but 
isfully up to the average for the year.

Borax is without change. There is a fair 
jobving demand and prices are maintained at 
8),@9c for California and 9144@9s¢e for city re- 
fined, in lump or powder. 

Canabis indica is very scarce on the spot 
and, in sympathy with advices from the other 
side, the market is higher. Sales of 1,000 
were made early in the week at 10@12c and 
later 14¢ was paid for small lots. The closing 
quotations were 14@18c, as to quantity and 
quality, 

Cantharides are receiving a little more at- 
tention but the sales are wholly of small job- 
bing lots at 95c@$1 for Russian and 25@28c for 
Chinese, 

Codliver oil is doing better on the other side 
but there is no signs of improvement here, as 
the demand is extremely light. The quoted 
Tange for Norwegian remains $16 50@2U as to 
brand and quality. 

Colocynth apples sell fairly in small jobbing 
lots but large parcels are neglected. Prices 
are steady at 2i@27c for Spanish, 32@35c for 
pressed Trieste and 42@48c for whole. 

Ergot is not wanted and prices are more or 
less nominal at 38@35c for Spanish and 27@30c 
forGerman. On a tirm offer less money might 
be accepted, 

Guarana seems to be too high to suit the 
Views of most buyers and we only hear of 
small sales at $275.

Nitrate of strontia, although at present in 
limited demand, holds its own as stocks are 
light, We quote 10@10¥c as to quantity. 

Nitrate of silver shows no further change 
although the metal is stilladvancing. The 
market for nitrate is very firm at 69@704¢c. 

Sugar of milk is still scarce in all positions 
and with a good demand prices are firmiy 
maintained at 19@23c for powdered in cases, 
as to quality and quantity. 

Quicksilver is without change, the market 
remaining firm under a good demand. Ina 
jobbing way sales are made at 75@76c as to 
quantity. 

Cacao butter is higher on the other side and 
the market here is very firm although prices 
are without quotable change. There is a fair 
demand for the season. 

Balsams. 

There is a firm market for balsam copaiba 
as there is nothing pressing for sale from first 
hands, The jobbing demand is fair and is sup- 
plied at 47@49e for Central American,52}44@55c, 
for Para and Maranham and 65c for Angos- 
tura. Balsam Peru sells fairly in a jobbing 
way at 95c@$l. Balsam tolu is quiet but 
steady at 28c from first hands and 30@32c in 
jobbing lots. Balsam fir is dull and un- 
changed. 

Barks. 

Cascara sagrada attracts little attention 
from consumers, but dealers seem anxious to 
secure supplies at low figures. Advices from 
the coast report a tirmer market there, but 
little business. Letters state that a small 
quantity of old bark if offered in 
San Francisco as 7%c delivered in New 
York and new bark, of which the 
arriyals so far have been very small, is held at 
7c delivered in this city. At the same time 
there are reports of sales for New York ac- 
count at 6c deiivered here by rail and a frac- 
tion under 5c by sail, but these lack confirma- 
tion. Other barks are without new features.

Juniper and other berries find a small 
outlet into consumption at previous prices,

' Cassia oil is somewhat easier, owing ro re- 
cent arrivals, and the quoted range is now 
$1@1 05 as to quantity and seller. The de- 
mand is rather slow. 

Bergamot oil has again advanced, the quoted 
range as to brand now being $3@3 75. The 
demand is active, but for sma!] lots. The 
other Messina essences are very firm at pre- 
vious prices. 

Peppermint oil, in cases, has sold down to 
$2 50, but we are only able to trace one trans- 
action, alot of 5 cases, at that, the majority 
of dealers still quoting $2 5744@2 60 and show- 
ing little digposition to sell at the inside price, 
Bulk oil is in fair demand and is firm at our 
quotations. 

Pennyroyal is offered to arrive at 
$1 23, and some business for future 
delivery is reported at that. Spot 
stock is very light and for American oil $1 50 
is demanded, but we hear of sales of French 
on the spot at $1 35. 

Sassafras oilremains very firm and is in 
good jobbing demand. Sales of 50 cans are 
reported at 38@4lc, which is the current range 
of prices.

Roots. 

Golden seal root is in a peculiar position and 
there are reports current of an effort to bear 
the market. We hear of sales of 15,000® of 
old root, on the spot, at 23@24c, said to be on 
account of western consumers. The principal 
holder here quotes 25@26c, but it is cur- 
rently stated that he is paying more money 
for new stock in the west. It is reported by 
the ehief holder that there is enough stock on 
the spot to supply the enffre trade of the 
country for over a year. 

Ipecac has advanced to 7d in London ac- 
cording to cable reports and a firmer feeling 
has developed here. Early in the week there 
were sellers at $1 70, but $175 now seems to be 
the inside price and from that up to $1 85 is 
quoted, as to quantity and quality. 

Jalap has been quiet during the 
week, though the recent advance is 
maintained. The market closes firm at 28@ 
30c for jobbing lots, as to quantity and seller. 

Mandrake root is rather easy. The stock on 
the spot is said to be excessive, and offers to 
sell at 3@3%c meet with no response. Some 
dealers are disposed to question that the 
stock is as large as stated, and intimate that 
the information is given out for the purpose 
of bearing the market. 

Honduras sarsaparilla has remained quiet 
throughout the week, and the last arrivals, 
consisting of 30 bales, remaiu unsold. The 
firm tone of the market is sustained, however. 

Mexican sarsaparilla might be bought from 
first hands at 8c, but the jobbing quotations 
are firmly maintained at 9@10c. There 1s not 
much demand at present, the prices asked 
being above buyers’ views. 

Senega root is neglected on the spot and 
prices are tending in buyers’ favor under the 
influence of what are said to be bear manipu- 
lations of the market. Nominally, 34@3é6c is 


1 quoted. In the West it is reported that 3,000 


lbs of old root recently sold at 384c f.o.b., and 
1,600 bales of new at a shade under 32c. It is 
also intimated that sales have been made of 
new root in the West at 30c. 


Seeds. 
The market for all the different varieties of 


seed is quiet and prices are more or less nomi- 
nal. Caraway is advancing abroad but is un- 
changed here. Further sales of 200 lbs col- 
chicum ere reported at 59c, the market show- 
ing a decline. 
Shellac. ’ 

There has been a lull in the demand for shel- 
lac, caused probably by the recent heavy ar- 
rivals. Ou some of the lower grades 
which are now in more liberal supply, 
a little easier feeling has developed, but 
onthe whole the market shows a healthy 
tone and no marked changes in quotations have 
occurred. D. C. has been the subject of 
speculative interest, but recent efforts to 
bear the market have not had much effect 
upon holders. We hear that a sale of 100 cases 
of this mark has been made at 28c, but the 
report lacks confirmation. No sales of con- 
sequence in other marks are reported. But- 
ton is quoted higher from London and is 
firmer here. T. N., according to late cable 
advices, costs more to import than the present 
asking prices on the spot.

The trade in chemicals continues rather 

quiet, but not more so than usual at this sea- 
gon of the year. There is no disposition 
shown to bi#y in advance of the requirements 
ofthe moment, except in the case of the 
English heavy chemicals. The continued agi- 
tation of the question of organizing a Union 
of the alkali manufacturing interests on the 
other side, and the more or less positive state- 
ments sent hereconcerning a successful out- 
come of the movement, has caused some 
buyers to feel anxious regarding the fu- 
ture, and the result is seen in an increasing 
inquiry for forward deliveries, particularly 
inashand caustic soda. There seems to have 
been no fresh developments in the work of 
organizing the trade in England on the basis 
of the British Salt Union. Unofficial reports 
of progress are being continually received 
here, but no inside information hasas yet been 
divulged. In some quarters not directly con- 
nected with the manufacturing interest how- 
ever, a strong opposition to the scheme has 
developed. A recent press cable despatch, in 
commenting upon the probable effects of the 
Union, says, its promoters have, according to 
report secured a promise from the Salt Union, 
which controls the raw material, not to sup- 
ply the firms erecting their own plants, ex- 
cept at a premium of thirty pence aton, but 
it 1s doubtful if the Union possesses the ,ower 
to enforce the penalty. The Rothschilds, it is 
reported, have refused to see a deputation 
from the Chemical Union. Investors 
are warned by a practical consumer 
to avoid the corner as a bad investment. 
“Forty-seven factories which were run On the 
Le Blanc system have been closed within the 
past twenty years, owing’? the despatch says, 
“tothe introduction of the Solvay system. 
The merchants, who control the alkali market, 
are sure soon to discover how to make bleach- 
ing powder profitably, and when they do the 
followers of Le Blanc, whose mainstay that 
now is, will be totally knocked out. They see 
that,aud to avert disaster ask the British 
public to buy their works.” It is reported 
here that the Kothschilds are to have the 
management of the affairs of the Union. Our 
Liverpool correspondents, Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co., write on the 16th inst: 
“Since last report the business in chemicals 
has again been very large, owing to the con- 
tinued favorable prospects with regard to the 
“Chemical Union.” Soda ash is in good de- 
mand at 144d@1%d for caustic and 14d@lKd 
for carbonated. Soda crystals are selling free- 
ly at £3 5s@3 7s 6d per ton. Caustic soda is ra- 
ther more Offered. At the close quotations 
are: 60%, £8 15s@9; 70%, £9 15s@10; 74%. £10 10@10 
lis, and 7¢%, £11 10s@12. Bleaching powder has 
experienced a marked improvement in the de- 
mand and prices have risen smartly. Sales 
were made early this week at £5 10s for prompt 
delivery and £6 was paid for August-Septem- 
ber delivery for America, while mak- 
ers now ask more money. The same 
article however is still obtainable at £5 5s per 
ton at makers’ works in softwood casks,which 
goes to show that the demand for export is 
mainly speculative. A good business was done 
in chlorate of potash and price has advanced 
to 444@ 5d per lb. Bicarb soda is selling freely 
at £5 15s@6 per ton and upwards for one cwt 
kegs, according to brand and quantity with 
usual allowances for larger packages.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash is more inquired for, 
the demand, however, being almost entirely 
for forward delivery. The offerings are light, 
and nothing can be had beyond the end of 
September, as manufacturers are unwilling to 
take longer contracts, in view of the prospect 
that the Chemical Union will be finally organ- 
ized and ready for business in October. Prices 
on the other side are so high that some 
dealers have withdrawn from the market, 
being unable to get quotations that will 
enable them to compete with the ammonia 
ash sellers without loss. Some stock on the 
spot is still procurable at 150@1 55c for 48% or 
high test, but for future delivery more money 
is wanted. Buyers’ views have not yet been 


educated up to the advance and we have 
heard of no business of consequence during 
the week. 

Caustic soda ash is also more actively in- 
quired for, but buyers and sellers are apart in 
their views. Some sellers want as high as 
175c, but there are others who would accept 
1 5244@1 55c, and possibly a shade less, 

Ammonia process ash is held at 1 5244@1 5ic 
for 48% on the spot and 1 4744@1 52k¢e for 58%, 
but for forward delivery the outside prices, 
for either test, are demanded. Dealers report 
a more active demand from glass manufactur- 
ers, and a number of fair sized contracts have 
veen placed during the week,but as holders are 
not willing to sell for distant future delivery 
while consumers all prefer to make long con- 
tracts, the volume of business is not as large 
as it might be. 

Caustic soda continues to advance abroad 
and this market is following slowly. Buyers 
and sellers are still apart in their views but 
the former are showing more disposition to 
pay the prices demanded. The strength 
of the market is shown by the fact 
that bids of only a small fraction less than 
quotations bave been repeatedly refused. 
The business done has been in spot goods or 
August-September deliveries, nothing being 
offered beyond the last named month. We 
Leard of sales of 600 drums 70@74% at 2 85@ 
2 87}4c spot and to arrive. Spot stocks are 
light and quotations range from 2 85c to 2 9244c 
as to seller and quantity, while for forward 
delivery 287}@? 97c are the quotations. In 
60% more business is being done but the sales 
are chiefly of small quintities, We heard of 
a sale of 100 drums to arrive at 3 15c but larger 
parcels are procurable at 3 12i4c. 

Sal soda is a shade lower, owing to offerings 
from second hands. Spot stock is now pro- 
curable at 9744@le, but it 1s doubtful if less 
than 1@1 05c would be accepted for goods to 
arrive. The article, however, is slow of sale. 

Bleaching powder is attracting more atten- 
tion, the demand being largely of a specula- 
tive character. The upward movement pre- 
viously noted continues. Early in the week 
25 tons sold from dock at 137}¢c, and 1 tons 
at 1 374@1 42k4%c. At the close the market was 
very firm at 1 45@150c, as to quantity and 
seller, 

Acids. 

Acetic Acid—No particular changes in the 
position of the market have taken place since 
we last wrote. The demand has not been out 
of the ordinary and while the majority of 
dealers appear to have upheld prices, there 
are still rumors of low sales though in no 
special quantities. 

Muriatic and nitric acids have been rather 
quiet and are still quoted at various prices ac- 
cording to the buyer and seller. We are 
unable to note anything of fresh interest. 

Oxalic Acid—The trading has not been large, 
buyers apparently holding off, having con- 
fidence in still lower prices. The quotations 
continue at 7i4c, but business has been ac- 
complished at 7c, though we can learn of no 
considerable quantity changing hands at this 
figure. Circulars dated London, July 16, quote 
the market firm at a price equal to 8c. 

Sulphuric Acid—The wants of buyers bave 
been supplied in the regular way and at vari- 
ous prices, the market not having steadied in 
this respect to the slightest degree. The vol- 
ume of business continues to be classed by 
dealers as fair for the season, but they do not 
speak of prices in quite so buoyant a tone, in 
fact t is difficult to predict what will be the 
final outcome of the aggression of the manu- 
facturers. 

Tartaric Acid—The demand has been fair, 
manufacturers apparently being satisfied with 
the same. Values have not been altered, al- 
though it is hinted that a less price than 30c 
will secure spot acid. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime has been in fair request and 
has ruled steady at unchanged figures. 

Blue vitriol.—The week has been an un- 
eventful one in this market, the trading being 
of a small jobbing character. No change in 
the asking figures can be noted, 

Brimstone.—A low range of values has con- 
tinued to prevail and recent advices from the 
producing district, confirm previous reports 
that the want of demand from consuming 
countries has weakened prices and discour- 
aged speculators, who, wishing to realize a 
profit, have pressed sales of what they 
hold prompt and forward, produciug a col- 
lapse in the article. Near-by arrivals can be 
obtained at $1975 for best unmixed seconds, 
while thirds are quoted at about 60c less, and

Potash. 
REPORT BY CONSUL SHERMAN, OF LIVERPOOL. 
(Continued from page 51, July 23.) 

The exhausted gases (consisting chiefly 
of hydrochloric acid gas) are sucked out 
of the last cylinder by a simple aspirating 
d:vice, and usually it it the exhaust from this 
blowing engine that supplies the sulphurous 
fumes from the pyrites burners with the nec- 
essary steam. Moreover, on disconnecting 
a flaished cylinder from the series a blast of 
air is forced through it from the blowing en- 
gine for an hour or 80, 80 that all the hydrc- 
caloric acid gas may be driven off,and though 
diluted, as it is by the air so used, may be led 
to the condensers, while the sulphate,removed 
through suitable apertures, is lead to the 
black ash furnace. Sulphate made in this 
munner is said to have less iron in it than 
that made by the sulphuric acid process, and 
is consequently more suitable for plate glass 
making. 

The plant for Hargreave’s process costs 
about twice as much as the most substantial 
plant for vitriol making and decomposing of 
a: equal quantity of salt. * * * On the 
other hand, it is expected that Hargreave’s 
cylinder will last much longer and need much 
less frequent repairs than vitriol chambers, 
decomposing pans, and salt cake furnaces. 


CONDENSATION OF HYDROCHLORIC ACID. 

The condensation of hydrochloric acid is 
effected as follows: The gas coming from the 
decomposing pans or the Hargreave’s cylin- 
ders is cooled by passing through a series of 
earthenware pipes which are exposed to the 
open air, and it is then led into the bottom of 
a tower made, usually, of stone slabs held to- 
gether by external bands of iron. The top 
and bottom of the tower are also made of 
stone slabs. The height of the tower is wholly 
optional—a diameter of from 6 to7 feetanda 
height of from 45 to 60 feet may be taken as 
the usual dimensions. This tower is packed 
with coke or broken bits of earthenware or 
bricks, and a stream of water, divided into 
many branches by a perforated cover on the 
tower, trickles down through the coke, meets 
the ascending fumes, and condenses them. 
The tumes that remain are led to the bottom 
of asecond tower constructed like the first 
and of equal height but of smaller cross sec- 
tion, where they are still further condensed 
by the same method. The weak liquor so ob- 
tained may now be used in the first tower 
with or instead of the clear water. After 
passing through the second tower what fumes 
remain are let into the chimney by opening a 
glass or earthenware damper just sufficiently 
to give the necessary draft. In this flue, 
which should be made of the same resisting 
material as the tower, are placed glass win- 
dows for examining the color of the waste 
fumes and thus gauging approximately the 
completeness of their absorption in the tow- 
ers. The strong acid from the first tower is 
now led off in earthenware pipes to be utilized 
as hereafter described. It is stated that one 
condensing tower 7 feet square and 45 feet 
high, supplemented by a secondary tower of 
equal height but only 4 feet square, can easily 
condense the hydrochloric acid evolved from 
two of the sulphate pans described, producing 
80 tons of sulphate per week. The coke used 
for packing the towers should be of the best 
quality of ovencoke. “Gas cokeis of no_,use 
whatever here, because it is too soft and 
would soon become disintegrated.” For 
small works upright earthenware pipes may 
be used as condensers, and the joints should 
be tightened with tar and chinaclay. The 
construction of a pump suitable for use with 
strong hyarochloric acid has been a difficult 
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problem to solve. Wherever possible the 
pumping should be avoided, but it can not 
altogether be done away with, and the pumps 
for this purpose must be of such material as 
will resist the aetion of the acid, at least fora 
reasonable time, Simplicity and cheapness 
are also essential. Pumps have been made en- 
tirely of earthenware, but they are fragile and 
apt toleak. Others have been made with 
glass barrels and India rubber valves. These 
are only suitable for weak, cold acid. One of 
the most successful pumps is constructed as 
follows: Two large cast iron saucer-shaped 
pans are bolted with their edges together. In 
the plane of the bolts and held in place by 
them is a flexible India rubber diaphragm, 
which, when in repose, divides the circular 
vessel into two equal and entirely separate 
compartments. One of these compartments 
is connected with an ordinary air pump, so 
that on compressing the air therein the dia- 
phragm is distended, enlarging the air com- 
partment and, of course, decreasing the vol- 
ume of the other or outer compartment. On 
withdrawing the air the reverse action fol- 
lows. The outer compartment has an inlet 
and an outlet pipe closed alternately by sim- 
ple India rubber valves. These pipes convey 
the liquid hydrochloric acid. By this simple 
device the acid can be pumped as desired, the 
diaphragm preventing the least contact of 
acid with the pump barrel. The compart- 
ment in contact with the acid is lined with 
India rubber. 

Special care is taken in selecting the foun- 
dation and location of the hydrochloric acid 
condensing towers, both because of their 
great weight and because any acid that may 
happen to be spilled speedily rots all wood 
work with which it comes in contact and de- 
stroys the mortar used in the foundations. A 
natural rock foundation is selected when 


possible. 
SODIUM SULPHATE. 

The sodium sulphate must be very pure if 
a good quality of black ash is to be obtained. 
It. is ordinarily 9% per cent. pure.* This 
is then put into the horizontal iron cylinder 
or drum already mentioned, together with 
coal and limestone and fused. The total 
weig ht of the charge varies, of course, accord- 
ing to the capacity of the cylinder. At the 
works cf a chemical company at Widnes there 
is a cylinder which holds a cbarge of 28 tons, 
but it is larger than any other in use, and 
there seems to be no minimum limit to the 
size. Most manufacturers, however, favor in 
this, as in other branches of the works, appa- 
ratus of great size. 

The proportion of the various ingredients 
can best be determined by experiment, but, 
roughly speaking, two parts of sulphate, two 
parts of limestone, and one of coal are used 
(by weight). Possibly the limestone is in ex- 
cess of the sulphate, but only to the extent of 
10 or 15 per cent., while the quantity of coal 
needed depends on its quality. Inthe charge 
just mentioned the coal is the best quality of 
bituminous “slack.” Into one end of the cyl- 
inder the flame pours from a powerful fur- 


*“Even from the outward appearance of 
the sulphate it is possible to get a good idea 
whether it is well adapted for alkali making 
ornot. It should be very porous and ina 
state of fine powder, or at least ‘spongy,’ and 
lumps present must be quite easily crushed 
with aspade and then tall to fine powder. 
Hard jumps nearly always contain a core of 
common sait, which is known at once by its 
color and texture; on crushing, its coarse, 
crystalline form and gray color present a 
strong contrast to the fine-grained yellowish 
or white sulphate. * * * It goes without 
saying that the purer the sulphave the better 
it is, since impure sulphate requires exactly 
the same expenditure of labor, fuel, and wear 
and tear of apparatus, and yet furnishes less 
soda and of a lower quality.”

nace, and, fusing the mixture contained 
therein, enters the chimney through an aper- 
ture in the opposite end. The decomposition, 
resulting inthe formation of what is called 
black ash, is as follows: 
Na,SO, +CaCO,+1iC=Na,CO, +CaS+4C0. 

To facilitate the process, the cylinder is made 
to rotate, thus continually exposing fresh 
layers of the mixture to the action of the fire; 
but as a central axis and its mechanism would 
interfere with the passage of the flame the 
cylinder is rotated by an external series of 
cog-wheels, which works against a large hoop 
fitted on the circumference of the cylinder at 
one end; this hoop is also made with cogs. The 
other end of the cylinder rests on friction 
rollers, the great weight of the apparatus with 
its charge being sufficient to keep it in posi- 
tion upon the cogs and rollers. The gearing 
of these cog-wheels is such that the cylinder 
may be rotated ata speed of one revolution 
in ten minutes or ten revolutions in one min- 
ute, or any intermediate speed that may be 
required by the condition of the charge. The

The 
situation has been fairly steady, but the con- 
tinued prospects of steamer arrivals are suf- 
ficient to irritate the market to a greater or 
less extent. On spot, the transactions have 
been of only small jobbing dimensions, and 
prices have continued to be quoted at 6!4c for 
lots from store, while parcels from steamer 
have been obtainable at 6}<c. F 

Indigo—Cable advices received during the 
week, from Bengal, are to the effect that the 

indications for the crop are unfavorable, too 
much rain having fallen. A greater quantity 
changed hands in London than is usually the 
case at the July sales, and the high rates of 
exchange, which have advanced 20 per cent, 
make indigo, that would originally sell for 75c 
now cost 9c. The demand on spot has not 
been out of the ordinary. Manila and Madras 
have been in the usual small jobbing request 
at former quotations. 

Nutgalis—The market for Aleppo galls has 
not been particularly active during the inter- 
val. although sales of 75 bags are reported, to 
arrive, at prices a shade under l4c. The lot 
was sold to a dealer. China galls have been 
rather quiet, though the market continues 
firm as to values. Nothing of fresh interest 
has been received from abroad, and prices are 
unaltered. 

Prussiate of potash—The market does not 
appear to have experienced any material al- 
teration from a week ago and values are about 
as quoted in out previous issue, The sale of 


spite of the care taken its construction, anda 
fresh one must be in readiness to replace it. 
The ring, or, as it is called, the “eye,” when in 
position between the furnace and the cylin- 
der, is suspended from the roof by a chain, 
and a narrow crevice is left on either side, so 
that it shall touch neither furnace nor cylin- 
der, thus permitting easy movement; and the 
air entering this unavoidable crevice rather 
helps than hinders the combustion. When it 
is worn out the chain is pulled, the ring swings 
to one side, and a new one takes its place. 

1n the revolving drum it is quite important 
that a good quality of coal be usea to mix 
with the salt-cake and limestone. Intense heat 
tg necessary, and the coal ashes that remain 
from the combustion serve no purpose, are 
in the way and should be reduced to the low- 
est possible amount. Some manufacturers 
prefer to use anthracite to mix with the salt- 
cake, others bituminous. Charcoal has been 
used with fair success,but commonly its great 
cost prohibits its use. Lignite has also been 
used with advantage, but is subject to the 
same conditions, viz, it must not yisld too 
much ash and must produce fierce heat. If 
the coal contains impurities, such as slate, 
pyrites, etc., it may be washed, just as in 
making coke. If limestone is scarce, chalk 
may be used instead. It need only be crushed 
into pieces somewhat smaller than hens’ eggs, 
whereas limestone must be much finer, for 
this reason: the chalk, being porous, can be 
made to absorb considerable water, and if 
these lumps be thrown wet into the furnace 
while that is hot from the previous charge, 
the water bursts the lumps violently and re- 
duces them to powder.., 


REVOLVING CYLINDRICAL FURNACE* 


The revolving cylinder is a comparatively 
modern affair. Formerly a common rever- 
beratory furnace was used, and the necessary 
spreading and changing about of the mixture 
was done by means of rakes and pokers, intro- 
duced through slide doors. The advantages 
claimed by Stevenson and Williamson for the 
cylinder furnace are as follows: (1) The con- 








*A common size of revolving cylinder is 15 
feet long, 10 feet inside diameter, 
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tinual motion of the furnace causes the cou- 
tg to become heated with perfect uniform- 
ity, 80 that no part of the charge ever attains 
nexcessive temperature, and thus the loss 
from yolitilization is much diminished; (2) 
¢be mixture of the materials for the charge 
jseffected without requiring the furnace to be 
opened for the introduction of implements, 
consequently without a current of air being 
drawn through the furnace during such mix- 
ing, thus providing for the atmosphere of the 
furnace being always devoid of free oxygen; 

) from the much larger amount of work ac- 
complished by the patent furnace at one time 
asmaller number of skilled workmen is suffi- 
cient, the risk of bad work is diminished, and 
a more complete decomposition of the sul- 
phate is insured by the more perfect mixing; 
(4) the waste of soda by absortion into the beds 
or the ordinary furnaces is avoided, and, no 
tools being used in the process of mixing, the 
surface of the brick lining is less subject to 
jpjury from working than the bottoms of 
pand furnaces. 

The cylinder is lined inside with the best 
fire-bricks; the lining in the center is 9 inches, 
put at the ends, 1 foot 6 inches, so that the 
jnterior of the furnace is barrel-shaped. 
This arrangement is made lest, on emptying, 
any part of the black ash should remain in 
the corners instead of running out of the 
man-hole. There are two horizontal rows of 
fire-clay lumps in the lining, projecting 13 
inches above the lining in the center, 9 inches 
at the ends. These are called “breakers.” 
The charge on revolving is constantly pushed 
against these breakers and thoroughly mixed 
thereby, and every part of it is exposed to the 
action of the fireasthe breakers drop it in 
the form of a cascade. 

Above the revolving cylinder there is 
usually a narrow railway, on which run small 
cars for carrying the sulphate and coal and 
lime to be dumped down into the furnace. and 
under it a similar trace, which carries the 
bogies into which the finished charge is 
emptied tu cool and solidify, It will be seen 
that the charging and cmptying can be done 
through the same hole or series of holes in 
the cylinder. Usually the charge is so large 
in comparison to the size of the bogies that it 
is necessary to have a large number of them 
toreceive the molten muss. They are coup- 
led close together and drawn by chain and 
capstan quickly along under the escaping 
charge. What little of the charge drops be- 
tween them as they are wheeled along solidi- 
fieson the stone floor and is easily shoveled 
up when cold. 


THE BLACK ASH, 


The black ash, the product of this revolving 
furnace, is, when cold, of a slate-gray color, 
honey-combed, almost pumice like structure, 
Itought to be as homogeneous as possible, 
with only a few particles of coal here and 
there and no black streaks. 

That which on the outside before breaking 
up is quite black, instead of slate-gray, black- 
ish-brown, or blackish-gray, is nearly always 
very bad. 

This ash has now to be broken up and the 
lumps thrown into tanks of water. As was 
shown in the outline ef the process, the water 
takes up the soda compounds. In treating 
the mass with water great judgment and care 
must be used in order to exhaust to the ut- 
most the black ash and to get a concentrated 
liquor, because the liquor must subsequently 
be evaporated by heat, and if it be weak, it is 
Plain that much greater expenditure for coal 
is necessary to effect that end. 

But this, in order not to damage the chemi- 
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cal composition of the liquor, must be com- 
bined with quick work and a moderate 
temperature. Experience has shown that 
pretty concentrated liquor may be left in 
contact with black ash at 60° centigrade with- 
out any danger, but weak liquor or fresh 
water acts injuriously on partially exhausted 
black ash at a much lower temperature, 
forming much sulphide. Here, even in win- 
ter, 43° (better only 37°), in summer 32°, ought 
not co be exceeded. The lixiviating (or dis- 
solving) process must invariably be accommo- 
dated to this rule. 

In explanation of the above, it should be 
stated that sulphide is nota desirable ingre- 
dient of black ash or of the liquor, nnd that ite 
formation depends largely on the method of 
treatment and the temperature, so that care 
should be taken, as shown by the quotation, 
to prevent its formation. The tanks for 
lixiviation are usually 7 feet long, 7 feet wide, 
and 5 feet deep, each holding 3 tons of black 
ash, and are commonly used in a series of four 
or more, 

A description of a simple process of lixivia- 

tion, such as was formerly used, will suffice to 
render clear the modern method. The tanks 
were placed in a row so that they formed a 
descending series starting from the first and 
were nearly filled with black ash. Fresh 
water ran into the first, thence into the sec- 
ond, getting continually stronger in the soda 
compounds which it took up, finally running 
out of the last pretty well concentrated. But 
the first or starting tank was not filled with 
fresh black ash, but with partially exhausted 
ash from a previous charge. The contents of 
each tank were stronger than the preceding, 
and the last of the series was nearly filled with 
fresh black asb. By this means fresh water 
always ran upon partially exhausted black 
ash and concentrated solution upon fresh 
black asb. In order to accomplish this, the 
charges of the various tanks were each con- 
tained in sieves so that the black ash in one 
tank could be bodily transferred toanother as 
it got weaker. The modern method of lixivia- 
tion is a modification of that just described, 
In this the necessary progression from weak 
to strong is accomplished by leading the liquor 
from tank to tank, as may be required, 
through a series of pipes with the requisite 
valves and plugs instead of changing over the 
heavy charges of black ash from tank to tank. 
The improvement and simplification are at 
once apparent. The tanks are heated gradu- 
ally by steam-pipes at their sides, aud as the 
liquor descends and becomes more concen- 
trated it comes continually in contact with 
hotter surfaces. By allowing the black ash 
to remain always in the same place until it is 
completely exhausted (when it is cast out and 
put on the waste heap) its porosity is retained 
much longer. 

For this reason alone a much smaller num- 
ber of tanks and much less time suffice for the 
lixiviation, and there is an enormous saving 
ia labor, as will be clear without any explana- 
tion. One man by day and one by night can 
iixiviate 30 to 3 tons of black ash—of course, 
without filling and casting out the mass, 

When the process of lixiviation is complete 
there remains in the tank a thick sediment, a 
sort of dark mud, which, as we shall present- 
ly see, is utilized in the Chance precess for the 
recovery of sulphur contained in it.
